The  Senate  received  the  Committee  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  English,  Green  and  Riggs,  Who  announced  that  the  House 
had  been  duly  organized  and  was  ready  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  appointment  of  Senators  Leu  rh  old,  Kirton  and 
Church  to  driaft  suitable  resolutions  on  the  deaths  of  former  Senators  Smith, 
ElHngsen  and  Clay. 

At  this  time  Senator  Booth  presented  the  report  of  the  Code  Commissioner 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  recommended  that  the  reading  of  same  be  dispensed 
with,  and  that  three  hundred  cqpies  be  printed,  for  distribution  to  the  members 
of  both  the  House  and  the  Senate.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  I^ar- 
son.  and  duly  carried.  . 

FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CODE  COMMISSIONER. 

To  the  Hon.  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Montana  and  the  Hon.  Sev- 
enteenth Legislative  Assembly  of  said  state: 

The  undersigned  Code  Commissioner  letspeetfully  subniiitis  his  report  of  the 
work  done  by  him  in  codifying  the  laws  of  Montana  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Court  and  by  authority  of  Chapter  10:*>,  Laws  of  1010. 

OFFICE  FORCE  EMPLOYED. 
The  commissioner  entered  upon  his  work  on  April  7th.  191f>.  and  has  ever 
since  devoted  his  time  and  best  energies  to  the  i>erformance  of  the  task  assigned 
him.  From  May  list,  1019,  to  November  15th,  1020,  Mr.  Edward  J.  Grinrod, 
a  member  of  the  bar  of  this  state,  was  employed  on  the  work  of  annotating  the 
codes,  which  work  is  now  almost  complete  and  will  be  finished  before  the  ad- 
journment of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature.  One  stenographer  has  also 
been  employed  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  and  one  extra  assistant  for  the  per- 
formance of  certain  clerical  work  was  employed  during  temporary  periods  to- 
taling about  six  months  in  all. 

\YOR K  PERFORMED. 
The  work  of  codifying  the  laws  of  Montana  has  been  completed  to  date 
or  will  be  finished  on  or  before  March  1st.  1021.  in  substantial  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  Chapter  195,  Laws  of  1010,  subject  only  to  such  changes  as  are  here- 
in explained  and  subject  also  to  such  work  as  can  be  done  only  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  and  which  is  more  fully 
referred  to  in  a  later  part  of  this  report. 

More  specifically  the  work  already  done  consists  of  rthe  following: 
1.    The  writing  of  the  complete  history  of  the  laws  of  Montana  from  the 
Bannack  Statutes  of  1864-65  down  through  various  territorial  Matures  and  ses- 
sion acts  to  the  (present  time,  the  history  of  each  section  being  given   in  a  note 
immediately  following  it. 
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2.  Complete  annotations  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mom- 
tana  from  Volume  1  to  date,  including  also  the  Federal  decisions  applicable. 

3.  A  complete  rearrangement  of  the  form  of  the  Codes  under  parts  and 
chapters  only,  thus  doing  away  with  the  present  confusing  arrangement  under 
divisions,  (parts,  titles,  chapters  and  articles. 

4.  A  revision  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  Codes  resulting  in  the  recom- 
mended repeal  of  several  hundred  sections  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907,  to- 
gether with  a  considerable  number  of  session  laws,  and  the  submission  to  the 
Legislature  of  about  one  hundred  bills  to  correct  various  inconsistencies,  am- 
biguities and  defects  in  the  present  Codes. 

5.  The  preparation  of  a  complete  new  index  to  the  Political  Code,  Civil 
Code,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  Penal  Code.  The  general  index  is  not  yet  pre- 
pared for  the  reason  that  it  will  consist  of  a  combination  of  the  four  indexes 
above  named,  and  since  all  the  numbers  therein  must  be  changed  after  the  in- 
sertion of  the  1921  session  laws,  this  work  can  obviously  be  done  very  much 
more  easily  and  economically  after  the  section  numbers  are  changed  than  before. 

6.  The  preparation  of  a  table  of  comparative  sections  of  Kerr's  California 
Codes  and  of  the  Field  Civil  Code  of  New  York,  this  work  being  done  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  with  their  approval. 

7.  The  preparation  of  a  complete  table  of  contents,  a  table  of  omitted  sec- 
tions and  a  table  showing  all  session  acts  since  1909  and  giving  their  location 
and  section  numbers  in  the  Revised  Codes  of  1921.  No  requirement  for  the 
preparation  of  these  tables  is  contained  in  the  bill  prescribing  the  work  to  be 
done,  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  that  the  work  would  be  incom- 
plete without  these  tables  and  that  they  will  be  of  very  great  convenience  and 
help  to  the  legal  profession  and  all  persons  having  occasion  to  use  the  Codes. 

Several  slight  changes  from  the  directions  of  Chapter  195.  Laws  of  1919, 
have  been  made  with  the  consent  of  the  Court  and  after  the  filing  of  a  writ- 
ten re/port  by  the  Commissioner  setting  forth  the  desirability  of  such  changes. 
They  are  as  follows: 

1st.  The  bill  provides  that  the  annotations  shall  contain,  in  addition  to  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Montana,  "the  decisions  of  any  other  state 
or  states  construing  statutes  similar  to  the  section  under  which  such  annota- 
tions are  made.  There  being  forty-seven  other  states  of  the  union,  each  having 
several  thousand  statutes  similar  to  those  of  Montana,  it  is  obvious  that  the  re- 
quirement above  quoted  is  utterly  impossible  of  performance  by  the  Commis- 
sioner in  the  time  and  with  the  help  at  his  disposal.  Therefore  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  comply  with  the  above  requirement  of  the  bill. 

2nd.  The  act  above  quoted  also  requires  the  preparation  of  so-called 
"General  Laws."  This  provision  has  likewise,  with  the  consent  of  the  Court, 
been  disregarded  for  the  sufficient  reaison  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  from 
the  language  of  the  bill  what  is  meant  by  general  laws,  and  no  reason  exists  for 
attempting  any  separate  classification  other  than  the  four  Code*  which  we  al- 
ready have.  There  has.  however,  been  added  to  the  Political  Code  a  chapter 
devoted  to  "Local  and  Special  Laws.''  which  it  is  believed  sufficiently  supplies, 
under  a  more  accurate  designation,  all  the  matter  which  may  have  been  intended 
to  have  been  included  in  the  term  "General  Laws.'' 

3rd.  The  present  act  provides  that  the  first  volume  shall  be  known  and 
referred  to  as  "The  ^Political  Code  of  Montana.  1921."  the  second  volume  as 
"The  Civil  Code  of  Montana  1921"  the  third  as  "The  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of 
Montana,  1921."  and  the  fourth  volume  as  "The  Penal  Code  of  Montana,  1921." 

This  method  of  citation  would  be  a  distinct  departure  from  the  best  ap- 
proved methods  of  codification  and  would,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner, 
be  most  unfortunate.  For  the  past  twelve  years  the  bench  and  bar  of  the  state 
have  become  accustomed  to  the  method  of  continuous  section  numbers  running 
through  the  entire  four  Codes.  Every  recent  codification  of  Laws  of  other 
states  which  the  Commissioner  has  examined  uses  this  system  and  it  would  be 
both  confusing  and  burdensome  to  abandon  our  present  plan  and  again  revert 
to  the  system  of  citing  four  distinct  and  separate  codes.  The  new  codes  have 
therefore  been  arranged  under  consecutive  section  numbers,  the  same  as  the  Re- 
vised Codes  of  1907.  The  four  separate  codes  are  still  retained,  but  as  a  complete 
whole  they  are  designated  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  and  they  are 
numbered  consecutively  and  continuously  through  the  entire  four  volumes. 
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WORK  TO  P»E  DONE. 

The  act  above  quoted  under  which  the  Commissioner  is  working  provides 
that  the  appointment  of  the  Commissioner  shall  continue  until  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  regular  session  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  and 
until  all  the  laws  of  a  permanent  and  general  nature  enacted  at  said  session  shall 
have  been  compiled  and  arranged  under  (proper  headings,  subjects  and  chapters. 
In  passing  it  should  be  said  of  this  requirement  that  it  is  imperative  that  it  be 
complied  with,  as  otherwise  the  Commissioner  would  be  forced  to  include  in  the  new 
Codes  a  vast  amount  of  obsolete,  superfluous  and  ambiguous  laws  for  lack  of 
authority  to  omit  same  until  they  are  repealed  by  the  Legislature.  It  is  also 
obvious  that  the  19*21  Session  Laws  should  be  included  in  the  new  Codes  the 
same  as  the  1907  Session  Laws  were  included  in  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907. 

The  following  work,  therefore,  remains  to  be  done  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  : 

1.  Insert  the  1921  Session  Laws  in  tin*  Code  under  section  numbers. 

2.  Change  the  subject  matter  of  the  Codes  to  conform  to  the  measures 
voted  on  by  the  people  at  the  last  general  election  and  to  conform  to  the  legisla- 
tion of  1921. 

3.  Change  the  numbering  of  the  entire  Code  and  index,  consisting  of  some 
fifty  thousand  items. 

4.  Prepare  a,  general  index. 

.").     Proof  reading  and  checking  during  the  time  the  work  is  being  printed. 
The  time  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the  work  yet  to  be  done  depends 
upon  three  largely  unknown  factors. 

1.  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  laws  enacted  by  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

2.  The  amount  of  time  which  the  Legislature  deems  should  be  spent  on 
the  general  index  and  in  checking  the  work  already  done. 

8.  The  length  of  time  required  for  the  printing  of  the  work,  during  which 
time  two  pensions  must  be  available  for  proof  reading. 

As  to  the  first  of  the  above  considerations,  it  is  obvious  that  the  more 
changes  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  sees  fit  to  make  in  the  laws  of 
the  state,  (the  longer  time  lit  will  require  for  the  Commissioner  to  revise  the 
Codes  accordingly.  Figuring  roughly,  however,  let  us  assume  from  three  to  four 
months  as  being  required  for  that  purpose,  including  the  necessary  changes  in 
the  numbering  of  the  sections  and  of  the  index  to  the  Political  Code,  which 
will  probably  be  the  first  to  be  (printed.  The  Political  Code  would  therefore  be 
ready  for  the  printer  some  time  between  June  1st  and  July  1st.  1921.  The  pre- 
liminary matters  therein,  including  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  Organic  Act,  Enabling  Act 
and  Magna  Charter  can  of  course  be  furnished  to  the  printer  at  any  time. 

As  to  the  time  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  a  general  index  for  check- 
ing the  work  done  this  much  may  be  said  : 

A  general  index  can  be  prepared,  consisting  of  a  combination  of  the  four 
already  made,  in  two  or  three  months'  time.  Much  more  time  can  be  profitably 
spent  in  amplifying  and  elaborating  same.  The  general  index  recently  published 
with  the  new  Michigan  Statute,  about  the  same  in  number  as  our  own,  was  the 
work  of  three  commissioners  for  nearly  two  years.  It  is  impossible  for  one  man 
in  six  months'  time  (the  amount  which  the  Commissioner  has  been  able  to  de- 
vote to  this  branch  of  the  work)  to  (prepare  as  exhaustive  an  index  as  is  rightfully 
demanded  by  the  legal  profession  and  others  having  occasion  to  make  use  of  our 
Codes.  It  is  for  the  legislature  to  determine  whether  it  desires  this  feature 
of  the  work  amplified. 

As  to  the  necessity  for  checking  the  work  done: 

It  is  impossible  for  any  person  to  copy  fifty  thousand  numbers  (the 
amount  of  the  index),  twenty-five  thousand  items  of  history  and  thirty  thou- 
sand annotations  without  making  some  errors.  At  least  one  checking  of  the  en- 
tire work  ought  to  be  made  and  not  less  than  three  months*!  time  should  be 
allowed  for  that  purpose.  This  work  must  be  done  if  it  is  desired  to  have 
a  code  which  is  reasonably  free  from  inaccuracies. 

As  to  the  proof  reading :  The  Commissioner  can  see  no  reason  why  the 
proof  cannot  be  read  by  the  printer,  but  if  this  is  done,  the  work  must  also  be 
rechecked  by  somebody  familiar  with  legal  phraseology. 
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A  good  proof  reader  pays  absoliutte'Iy  no  attention  to  the  sense  or  mean- 
ing of  the  words  before  him:  he  reads  the  copy  to  detect  (printing  errors  only, 
.such  as  mistakes  in  ailignmaent,  capitals,  punctuation,  wrong  style  of  type,  in- 
correct spacing,  letters  turned  upside  down.  etc.  The  only  recommendation 
the  Commissioner  would  make  on  this  point  is  that  he  is  anxious  to  see  an  ac- 
curate Code  put  out.  and  no  greater  mistake  could  he  made  than  to  entrust  to 
a  printer  the  sole  and  final  responsibility  for  the  correct  and  accurate  use  of 
lega  1  phraseology. 

The  present  session  of  the  Legislature  cannot  formally  and  finally  approve 
the  completed  work,  since  the  1021  Se^s'on  Laws  rem:? hi  to  be  inserted  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  present  session.  It  is  necessary,  however,  that  legislation 
be  enacted  at  this  session  authorizing  the  departures  from  Chapter  193  of  the 
Laws  of  1919  which  are  herein  set  forth,  and  in  addition,  suitable  provisions 
shou'd  be  made  for  the  printing  and  publication  of  the  Codes  and  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  office  of  Code  Commissioner  for  such  length  of  time  as.  the  Leg- 
islature may  deem  reasonably  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the  work  re- 
maining to  be  done,  as  herein  outlined. 

FINAL  SUBMISSION  OF  WORK. 

The  work  clone  by  the  Commissioner  is  in  the  form  of  a  set  of  loose  leaf 
cards  in  an  ordinary  filing  cabinet,  and  is  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Court 
and   Legislature  at  its   pleasure  and  convenience. 

The  commissioner  has  also  prepared  about  one  hundred  bills  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  Senate.  The  pun;  ose  of  these  bills  is  not  to  propose  new 
legislation  nor  to  change  the  policy  of  existing  laws.  They  are  submitted  in 
compliance  with  the  Act  creating  the  office  of  Code  Commissioner,  solely  to 
correct  errors,  ambiguities,  omissions  and  defects  in  our  present  laws.  All 
the  bills  submitted  have  been  drawn  by  'the  Commissioner  and  passed  upon  and 
approved  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Attached  to  this  report  js  a  list  of  the  bills  submitted,  giving  the  title 
of  each  and  a  brief  statement  of  its  purpose  and  the  reason  for  its  recommen- 
dation. A  similar  and  more  detailed  statement  accompanies  each  bill.  The 
Commissioner  is  also  at  the  service  of  the  Legislature  for  such  further  explana- 
tion or  information  as  he  may  be  able  to  furnish.

Purpose  of  Amendment:  The  existing,  section  held  unconstitutional  in 
State  vs.  Sedgwick  46  Mont.  193.     Amendment  proposed  to  conform  to  decision. 

An  Act  Repealing  Sections  3175  and  3176. 

"An  Act  Relating  to  Fees  of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  Repealing  Sections

Purpose  of  Amendment:  Sections  3175  and  3176  relating  to  salaries  and 
fees  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  confusing  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
construe  them  by  the  Attorney  General,  (See  Opinions  of  Attorney  General.

Designating  the  Particulars  in  which 
such  Articles  of  Incorporation  may  be  Amended  and  the  Method  by  which  such 
Amendment.  May  be  Effected ;  Providing  a  Method  Whereby  a  Corporation 
Maiv  Create  or  Increase  a  Bonded  Indebtedness  and  Repealing  Sections  3812, 
3813.  3814,  3826,  3827,  3849.  3894.  and  3907  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907,  and 
Chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fourteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  1915,  and 
All  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith." 
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Purpose  of  Amendment:  The  present  statutes  of  Montana  contain  no 
specific  provisions  for  amending  articles  of  incorporation  of  a  corporation.  They 
prescribe,  however,  one  provision  for  changing  the  name  of  a  corporation  (sec- 
tions 3812-3814 ) ,  another  provision  for  changing  its  principal  place  of  business 
or  number  of  directors  (section  3840).  still  another  for  extending  its  rime  of 
existence  and  changing  its  capital  stock  (Section  382(5,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
106,  Laws  of  1909).  still  another  for  increasing  or  diminishing  its  capital  stock 
or  extending  its  business  (Section  3894,  as  amended  by  Chapter  89,  Laws  of 
1917).  sti'1/1  another  increasing  or  decreasing  the  number  of  shares  of  its  capital 
stock  (Chapter  100.  Laws  of  1915). 

Not  only  do  these  separate  (procedures  differ  in  many  particulars,  but  we 
hare  two  sets  of  provisions  regarding  procedure  to  increase  or  decrease  capital 
stock,  one  being  sections  3820  to  3828,  and  the  other  being  section  3894  as 
amended. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  we  ought  to  have  one  uniform  procedure 
providing  how  articles  of  incorporation  may  be  amended  and  applying  to  all 
amendments.  With  that  view  in  mind,  the  enclosed  bill  is  prepared.  It  will 
supplant  entirely  sections  3812.  3813.  3814.  3820.  3827,  3828.  3849.  3x94,  chapter 
100  of  the  Laws  of  1915.  and  3907.  The  purpose  kept  in  mind  in  drawing  this  bill 
has  been  to  make  the  procedure  definite  and  simple,  at  the  same  time  providing 
for  reasonable  notice  to  stockholders  and  preserving  the  general  policy  of  our 
existing  legislation.  Section  7  is  from  the  newly  adopted  corporation  code  of  the 
state  of  Illinois  of  1919.  from  which  also  a  few  other  provisions  have  been  em- 
bodied in  th)e  proposed  bill. 

Section  4083. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  4083  of  the  Revised  ("odes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Applications  for  Insurance  and  the  Liability  of  Members  of  Mutual 
Hail  Insurance  and  Mutual  Fire.  Lighting,  and  Other  Casualty  Insurance  Com- 
panion." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  To  remove  the  first  sentence  of  the  old  section, 
thereby  making  it  consistent  with  section  4070  as  amended  by  Chapter  120.  Laws 
1917.  extending  the  kinds  of  insurance  which  may  be  written. 

Section  4083. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  40X3  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Constructive  Notice  of  Recorded  Conveyances." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  the  section  definite  on  the  questions 
as  to  whet  Inn*  or  not  a  certified  copy  of  a  conveyance  recorded  in  another  county 
gives  constructive  notice.  This  section  should  be  amended  to  read  the  same 
as  the  corresponding  section  1213  of  Kerr's  California  Civil  Code. 

Section  4725. 

•'An  Act.  Amending  Section  4725  of  the  Revised  ('odes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Persons  who  may  take  by  Testamentary  Dispositions." 

Pnrpose  of  Amendment :  To  broaden  the  scope  of  the  section  to  include 
corporations,  organized  for  charitable  and  benevolent  purposes;  also  to  comply 
with  criticism  of  the  language  of  the  old  section  in  the  'Reck  case  (44  Mont. 
5011). 

Section  5805. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  5805  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Liens  for  Services.'' 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  Section  5805  gives  the  holder  of  a  so-called 
agisters  lien  the  right  to  enforce  same  by  selling  the  property  "as  in  the  case 
of  a  pledge."  The  section  does  not.  however,  give  the  right  of  sale  io  a  person 
having  a  lien  on  personal  property  for  Services  rendered  thereto,  as  enumerated 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  section.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  section  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  give  the  right  of  sale  to  every  person  named  in  the  sec- 
tion who  is  granted  a  lien.  At  the  same  time,  a  definite  procedure  should  be 
provided  for  selling  the  property,  as  is  done  in  California  in  their  corresponding 
section  3052  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  purpose  of  the  proposed  bill  is  to  effect  the 
above  changes  in   the  section. 
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Section  6254. 

"'An  Act  Amending  Section  6254  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Concurrence  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Issuance  <>f 
Writs  and  Transaction  of  Business." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  To  make  the  section  conform  to  the  increase  in 
membership  of  the  Supreme  Court  from  three  to  five  justices. 

Section  6285. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  6285  of  the  Revised  ("odes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Bonds  and  Oaths  of  Office  of  Justices  of  the  Peace/' 

Purpose  oif  Amendment:  Section  362,  Political  ('ode.  requires  all  judicial 
officers  to  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office:  Section  6285  now  prescribes 
a  different  oath  for  Justices  of  the  Peace.  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is 
to  harmonize  the  two  sections. 

Sections  6656  and  6G57. 

"An  Act  Amending  Sections  6656  and  6657  o'f  the  Revised  Codes  of  Mon- 
tana  of  3 0f>7.   Relating   to  Attachments." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  The  proposed  bill  is  submitted  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  Chief  Justice  Rrantly  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  its  purpose  is  to  amend 
the  present  attachment  statutes  in  such  manner  a,s  to  eliminate  the  uncertainty 
now  arising-  from  the  use  of  the  words  "a  contract,  express  or  implied,  for  the 
'djirect  payment  of  money.*'  The  amendment  is  based  on  the  New  York  statute 
(Bliss'  New  York  Code  edition  of  1913.  section  635).  The  word  "liquidated"  has 
been  added  to  the  New  York  statute  and  also  the  words  "or  a  collateral  or  in- 
demnity contract." 

Section  6673. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  6673  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Rein  ting  to  Third  Party  Claims  of  Attached  Property." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  In  order  to  require  notice  to  be  given  to  the  de- 
fendant as  well  as  to  the  sheriff  where  third  party  claims  to  attached  property 
are  asserted. 

Section  0805. 

'"An  Act  Amending  Section  6806  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Contents  of  the  Judgment  Roll." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  amend  subdivision  1  of  the  section  to  read 
in  ease  no  defendant  has  "appeared''  instead  of  "answered."  A  demurrer  may 
constitute  an  appearance  though  no  answer  be  thereafter  filed. 

Section  6988. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  (5988  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Change  of  the  Place  of  Trial  of  Civil  Actions  in  Justices' 
Couirt." 

Purpose  of  Amendment  :  In  order  to  make  the  same  rule  applicable  to 
justices  of  the  ipleace  as  that  governing  district  judges  on  motion  of  change  of 
venue  passing  upon  an  affidavit  alleging  bias  or  prejudice  of  the  judge.  There 
iis  no  reason  why  a  justice  of  the  peace  should  be  permitted  to  pass  upon  the 
question  of  his  own  alleged  bias  but  a  district  judge  be  precluded  from  doing  so. 

Section  7060. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  7060  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907. 
Rjelating  to  the  Time  of  Issuance  of  Execution  from  Justices'  Courts." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  section  70<30  read  "five  years"  instead  of 
"six  years."  in  order  to  be  consistent  with  section  6446  fixing  five  years  as  the 
time  for  bringing  suit  on  the  judgment. 

Section  7361. 

"An  Act  to  Amend  Section  7361  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Changes  of  Names  of  Corporations." 

Purpovse  of  Amendment :  To  eliminate  the  words  "or  other  corporation" 
from  the  present  law  so  as  to  avoid  conflict  with  new  bill  on  same  subject. 

Section  7600. 

"An  Act  to  Amend  Section  7600  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
as  Amended  by  Chapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  Montana  of  1919."

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  change  the  section  as  it  now  stands  so  that  it 
will  refer  only  to  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  not  to  the  estates  of  minors 
and  incompetent  persons.  The  sole  purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to  avoid  the 
confusion  attendant  upon  searching  in  the  probate  code  reilatmg  to  the  estates 
of  decedents  for  the  procedure  applicable  to  the  estates  of  minors.  There  is 
also  presented  herewith  a  bill  amending  the  law  relating  to  the  guardianship 
of  minors,  sections  7778  and  7779,  to  embrace  the  matters  now  included  in  sec- 
tion 7600. 

Section  7705. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  7705  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Form  and  Issuance  of  Citations." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  To  designate  the  style  of  the  citation  which 
should  always  be  in  the  name  of  "The  State  of  Montana." 

Section  7722. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  7722  of  the  Revised  ('odes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Powers  of  Clerks  of  District  Courts  to  Enter  Orders  in  Pro- 
bate and  Guardianship  Matters." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  To  authorize  the  clerk  of  court  in  the  absence 
of;  the  district  judge  to  issue  certain  preliminary  orders  in  probate  matters,  there- 
by expediting  the  convenience  of  interested  parties,  especially  in  districts  con- 
taining more  than  one  county,  in  which  case  it  is  often  impossible  for  the 
judge  to  be  available. 

Sections  7778  and  7779. 
"An  Act  to  Amend  Sections  7778  and  7779  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Mon- 
tana of  1907.   Relating   to   Mortgages   and   Leases   of   the   Real   Property  of 
Wards." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  By  Chapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  1919,  the  Leg- 
islature amended  the  probate  law  relating  to  the  mortgaging  and  leasing  of 
real  property  to  include  the  estates  of  minors  and  incompetents.  The  amendment 
herewith  proposed  is  necessary  in  order  to  change  the  present  law  to  conform 
wtith  the  above  amendment.  Otherwise  considerable  obscurity  results  from  the 
fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  search  in  the  law  relative  to  estates  of  deceased  |per- 
fsons  for  the  procedure  to  sell  or  lease  the  property  of  a  ward. 

Section  8369. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  8869  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  opening  of  Certain  Places  of  Amusement  on  Sunday." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  avoid  reference  to  saloons  and  gambling 
houses  which  are  now  prohibited  by  law. 

Section  SI 75. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  8175  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
•  Relating  to  Penalty  for  Trespassing  Livestock." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  the  owner  of  the  stock,  instead  of  the  un- 
fortunate animals  subject  to  a  fine. 

■Section  8645. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  8615  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Defining  Grand  Larceny." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  Proposed  on  recommendation  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  order  to  make  the  law  defining  grand  larceny  include 
the  elements  of  felonious  intent  as  pointed  out  by  the  court  in  20  Mont.  488  and 
44  Mont.  374. 

Section  8683. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  8683  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Obtaining  Money  by  False  Pretenses." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  add  the  words  "or  evidence  of  indebtedness" 
which  it  is  believed  are  necessary  to  cover  the  taking  of  promissory  notes  and 
similar  commercial  paper. 

Section  9780. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  9780  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  Objects  and  Purposes  of  the  Montana  State  Industrial  School  and 
Repealing  Section  9781  of  the  said  Code." 
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Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  repeal  section  9781  which  is  in  conflict 
with)  9780  as  to  the  age  of  children  subject  to  commitment  to  the  school.  Also  to 
improve  the  language  of  the  section. 

Section  9791. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  9791  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  President  of  the  Montana  Industrial  School." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  section  9791  consistent  with  subse- 
quent legislation  placing  the  Industrial  School  under  the  control  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

Section  9794. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  9794  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907, 
Relating  to  the  Duties  of  the  Managing  Officer  of  the  Montana  State  Industrial 
School." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  To  make  the  section  applicable  to  the  president, 
who  has  succeeded  the  director  formerly  provided  for  by  this  section. 

Section  9805. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  9805  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907. 
Relating  to  the  Commitment  of  Children  to  the  Montana  State  Industrial  School." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  The  effect  of  the  adoption  of  the  Juvenile  De- 
linquent Law.  Chap.  122.  Daws  1911.  and  amendments  is.  in  my  opinion,  to  repeal 
by  implication  sections  9802-9803-9804  and  the  first  paragraph  of  9805,  dealing 
with  the  manner  of  committing  children  to  the  Industrial  School. 

The  rest  of  section  9805  should,  however,  be  retained  and  the  purpose  of 
this  billl  is  to  reenact  the  same,  omitting  from  it  the  first  paragraph  which  is 
believed  to  be  no  longer  in  effect,  and  avoid  the  legal  objection  which  arises 
to  attempting  to  give  effect  to  only  part  of  a  section.

Purpose  of  Amendment  :  To  rewrite  section  1  of  chapter  95  of  the  Laws  of 
1909.  so  that  it  will  be  grammatical  and  somewhat  easier  to  be  understood. 

Laws  of  1909  Chapter  54. 
"An  Act  Amending  Section  3  of  Chapter  54  of  the  Laws  of  the  Eleventh 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1909,  Relating  to  the  Sampling 
of  Or^fe." 

Porpoise  of  Amendment :  To  make  section  grammatical  and  clarify  its 
meaniijng. 

Laws  of  1911  Chapter  107. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  1  of  Chapter  107  of  the  Laws  of  the  Twelfth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1911.  Relating  to  Bonding- 
Fire  Districts  in  En  incorporated  Cities  and  Towns." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  Section  1  of  Chapter  107  of  the  Laws  of  1911 
refers  to  the  "board  of  directors  of  any  duly  organized  fire  district."  Nowhere 
are  we  told  how  either  the  "board  of  directors"  or  the  "duly  organized  fire 
districts'"  are  created.    The  proposed  amendment  is  to  correct  this  defect. 

Laws  of  1911  Chapter  120. 

"An  Act  Amending  Sections  2.  14.  23  and  24  of  Chapter  120  of  the  Laws  of 
the  Twelfth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1911.  Relating  to  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector  and  Repealing  Section  25  of  said  Chapter  and  all  Acts  and  Parts 
of  Ajcts  in  Conflict  Herewith." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  The  Amendments  are  necessary  to  make  the  sev- 
eral sections  conform  with  Chapter  92  Laws  of  1917,  placing  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspector  under  the  control  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board. 

Laws  of  1913  Chapter  76. 
"An  Act  Amending  Section  513  of  Chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  the  Thirteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1913.  and  Repealing  Section  2204  of  Said 
Ohat>ter." 
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Purpose  of  Amendment.  To  include  the  same  matter  now  included  in 
section  2204  reflating  to  the  same  subject. 

Sections  1100  to  1105. 
"An  Act  Amending  Sections  1100-1101-1103-1105  of  Chapter  70  of  the  Laws 
of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1913,  and  Re- 
pealing- 'Section  1102  of  said  Chapter  and  all  Other  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Con- 
flict Herewith." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  This  bill  is  an  attempt  to  straighten  out  the  pres- 
ent school  law  on  the  subject  of  compulsory  attendance  of  school  children  so  as 
to  make  it  consistent  and  able  to  be  understood.  By  Chapter  43.  Laws  1919, 
amending  Section  1101  of  Chapter  76,  Laws  1913.  certain  important  changes  were 
undertaken.  Compulsory  attendance  was  required  from  eight  to  sixteen  years  of 
age  unless  excused  in  certain  specified  eases.  This  requires  the  amendment  of 
Section  1100  of  Chapter  76  as  indicated  in  the  attached  bill  to  make  it  conform 
with  the  latter  legislation. 

Section  101,  however,  as  amended  in  1919  is  ambiguous:  The  words  "six- 
teen years"  occurring  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  the  act  was  evidently  intended  to  be 
"fourteen. "  otherwise  it  is  meaningless,  for  a  child  sixteen  or  over  can  be  em- 
ployed without  an  age  and  schooling  certificate.  Section  1102  of  Chap.  76,  Laws 
1913  should  be  repealed  as  it  is  superceded  by  the  above  legislation.  Section  1103 
of  Chap.  76  Laws  1913  should  also  be  amended  to  make  it  conform  with  section 
1101  relating  to  the  granting  of  age  and  schooling  certificates. 

Section  1105  of  Chap.  75.  Laws  1913  relating  to  truants  should  also  be  made 
to  conform  to  Section  1101  as  amended.  The  above  changes  are  embodied  in  the 
attached  bill. 

Section  1106. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  1106  of  Chapter  7(5  of  the  Laws  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1913,  Relating  to  Juve- 
nile Disorderly  Persons.*' 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  it  conform  with  section  1102  of  said  act 
as  amended  by  Chapter  96,  Laws  of  1919. 

Section  1700. 

"An  Act  to  Amend  Subdivision  4  of  Section  1700 t  of  the  Laws  of  t he- 
Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1913,  Relating  to  Maintenance 
of  Manual  Industrial  Schools." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  Subdivision  4  of  this  section  as  now  enacted 
provides  that  the  state  treasurer/  shall  pay  to  this  district  $10.00  a  year  for 
each  person  attending  these  schools.  The  legislature  has  never  made  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  state  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  that  the  section  is  a  constant  source  of  inquiry  from 
persons  who  naturally  assume  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
■section. 

Section  1812. 

"An  Act  to  Amend  Section  1812  of  Chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1913.  Relating  to  Free  Text  Books." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  This  amendment  is  necessary  to  make  section 
1812  conform  to  section  1811,  making  the  furnishing  of  free  te|xt  hooks  com- 
pulsory upon  all  districts. 

Section  2011. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  2011  of  Chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  the  Thirteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1913,  Relating  to  the  Duty  of 
County  Clerks." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  The  present  law  requires  the  county  assessor  to 
make  the)  report  referred  to  in  this  section  "on  or  before  August  20th,"  The 
county  clerk  is  the  proper  officer  to  make  the  report  since  the  levy  is  now 
made  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  not,  as  formerly,  by  the  school 
board :  also  the  assessments!  by  the  state  and  county  board*  of  equalization 
are  not  complete  till  about  October  1st,  hence  the  time  should  be  changed 
from  "August  20th"  to  some  date  in  October. 

Laws  of  1913  Chapter  86. 

"An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  86  of  the  Laws  of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1913.  by  Adding  Thereto  a  New  Section 
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to  be  known  as  Section  9A,  and  Relating  to  the  Attachment  and  Levy  of 
Execution  upon  Persona!  Property  Covered  by  the  Lien  on  Conditional  Sales 
Noljes  or  Contracts." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  property  covered  by  the  Lien  of  title 
reservation  notes  and  contract  subject  to  attachment  and  execution  in  the  same 
way  as  personal  property  covered  by  a  chattel  mortgage. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  79. 

"An  Act  Amending  the  Sixteenth  Subdivision  of  Section  1  of  Chapter  79 
of  the  Laws  of  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1917." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  In  order  to  make  section  harmonize  with  the 
/prohibition  law. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  92. 

"An  Act  Amending  Sections  1  and  2  of  Chapter  92  of  the  Laws  of  the 
Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917,  Relating  to 
the  Appointment  of  Boiler  Inspectors  and  Mine  Inspectors." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  Chapter  92  of  the  Laws  of  1917  has  been  the 
subject  of  a  lengthy  opinion  by  the  Attorney  General,  the  reasoning  of  which 
seems  to  me  to  be  well  taken  and  the  conclusion  correct.  (Swe  second  report 
of  Industrial  Accident  Board.  Page  319.)  The  conclusions  of  the  Attorney 
General  was  that  this  chapter  does  not  have  the  effect  of  placing  the  in- 
spector of  steam  boats  under  the  control  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
The  Railroad  Commission  is  vested  with  general  control  over  the  navigation  laws 
of  thje  sltate,  and  they  would  seem  to  be  the  proper  board  to  have  control  of 
this  officer.  To  conform  with  the  above  opinion  the  attached  amendment  is 
proposed  so  as  to  eliminate  the  office  of  inspector  of  steam  boats  from  those 
named  in  the  above  act. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  95. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  2  of  Chapter  95  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fifteenth 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917.  Relating  to  the  Abatement  of  'Certain 
Places  Termed  Nuisances.'"  , 

Purpose  off  Amendment :  To  avoid  reference  to  certain  sections  of  the 
present  code  dealing  with  saloons. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  119. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  6  of  Chapter  119  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fifteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917." 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  As  at  present  drawn,  it  is  impossible  to  tell 
whether  the  penalty  prescribed  in  tin's  section  is  recoverable  in  a  civil  or 
criminal  action.    The  Amendment  is  to  make  the  point  clear. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  172. 

"An  Act  Amending  Sections.  1.  2,  3.  4,  5.  6.  7.  and  13  of  Chapter  12  of 
Chapter  172.  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana  of  1917.  Relating  to  Special  Improvements  on  Roads  and  Highways 
in  Certain  Districts ;  Adding  to  the'  Act  Aforesaid  Five  New  Sections  to  be 
known  as  Sections  4A.  4P».  6A,  DA  and  9B  :  Repealing  Section  9  of  the  Act  Afore- 
said and  All  Other  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith.'' 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  In  its  present  form  the  law  relating  to  the  con- 
stitution of  main  highways  is  unintelligible  and  unworkable.  See  statement 
in  full  detail  accompanying  bill. 

Laws  of  1917  Chapter  173. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  8  of  Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fifteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917.  Relating  to  the  Game  and 
Fish  /Commission. 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  correct  the  present  language  of  section  8  of 
Chapjter  173.  Laws  1917.  so  that  it  will  declare  the  law.  Also  to  avoid  the  legal 
objection  to  the  re-enactment  of  prior  laws  by  reference  to  titles  only. 

Sections  51,  52,  53,  56  and  62. 

"An  Act  Amending  Sections  51,  52,  53.  56.  and  62  of  Chapter  173.  of  the 
Laws  of  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  The  evident  intent  of  the  legislature  in  enacting 
sections  51,  52,  and  53  of  Chap.  173,  Laws  1917  was  to  require  a  ipermit  for  the 
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shipment  of  game  fish  as  well  as  game  birds  and  animals ;  this  is  evident  from 
the  use  of  the  word  "fish"  in  sections  54  and  56  following :  The  word  "fish" 
is  therefore  included  in  the  proposed  amendment.  Section  56  of  the  same  act 
evidently  should  also  include  game  animals  as  well  as  fish. 

Section  62  of  the  same  act  in  its  ipiresent  form  is  most  ambiguous  and  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  clarify  same  in  the  proposed  amendment. 

Section  83. 

"An  Act  Relating  to  Game  Preserves,  Repealling  Subdivision  9.  including 
Subdivision  1  Therein  Contained,  of  Section  83  of  Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of 
the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1917,  And 
Providing  Penalties  for  the  Violation  of  this  Act." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  This  bill  is  submitted  to  straighten  out  a  hopeless 
confusion  in  the  arrangement  of  section  83  of  Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of  1917, 
relating  to  game  preserves.  Subdivision  9  of  the  section  referred  to  contains  three 
different  penal  provisions,  and  is  further  complicated  by  haviag  a  second  sub- 
division inserted  in  it.  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  which  is  not  evident,  as 
it  appears  to  relate  to  matters  fully  coverod  in  other  parts  of  the  section. 

Laws  of  1919    Chapter  11. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  3  of  Chapter  11  of  the  Sixteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1919,  Relating  to  the  Payment  of  the 
Wages  of  Employees." 

Purpose  of  the  Amendment:  To  clarify  the  section,  which  in  its  present  form 
is  unintellligible. 

Laws  of  1919  Chapter  99. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  4  of  Chapter  99  of  the  Laws  of  the  Sixteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1919." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  the  penal  clause  refer  directly  to  the 
section  of  the  code  for  which  it  aims  to  provide  a  penalty. 

Laws  of  1919  Chapter  209. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  26  of  Chapter  209,  of  the  Laws  of  the  Sixteenth 
Assembly  of  the  State1  of  Montana  of  1919.  Relating  to  the  Grain  Grading, 
Inspection  and  Warehousing  Commission  of  the  State  of  Montana." 

Purpose  of  the  Amendment :    To  make  the  section  intelligible. 

Laws  of  1919  Chapter  222. 

"An  Act  Amending  Section  2  of  Chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  the  Sixteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  of  1919,  Relating  to  the  Appointment  and 
Compensation  of  Deputy  County  Officers."' 

Purpose  of  Amendment:  In  20  Mont.  424.  and  36  Mont.  183,  it  has  been 
held  that  that  part  of  section  2  on  page  60  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1893,  giving 
to  boards  of  county  commissioners  the  ipower  to  fix  the  number  add  compensation 
of  all  deputy  county  officers,  is  still  in  force  and  effect,  although  not  carried 
into  the  Codes  of  95,  or  of  1907,  The  late  case  of  Mode  sit  t  vs.  Flathead  County, 
57  Mont.  216,  construing  Chapter  222  of  the  Laws  of  1919,  holds  that  county 
commissioners  have  no  power  to  decrease  the  minimum  compensation  «f  regular 
deputy  county  officers  fixed  by  said  act.  The  question  is  therefore  left  in  the 
air  as  to  whether  or  not  county  commissioners  may  still  fix  the  number  of  deputy 
county  officers. 

It  is  extremely  confusing  to  be  compelled  to  revert  to  the  old  act  of  93  above 
cited  for  the  solution  to  the  question,  and  a  difficult  problem  in  codification  is 
presented  by  the  necessity  of  retaining  a  very  small  part  of  one  section  of  an  old 
law.  all  +he  rest  of  which  has  been  superceded.  In  order  to  remedy  the 
difficulty  the  above  amendment  is  proposed  to  make  definite  and  certain  the 
power  of  county  commissioners  to  fix  both  the  compensation  and  number  of 
deputy  comity  officers.

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Codification  and  General  Revision  of  the  Laws 
of  Montana." 
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Purpose  of  this  Bill:  To  give  validity  to  the  Revised  ('odes  of  Montana  of  | 
1921  as  prepared  by  the  Oodie  Commissioner,  and  to  Legalize  such  changes  from 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  195.  Laws  of  1919,  as  have,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Court,  been  made  by  the  Commissioner.  There  is  also  included  a  repealing 
clause  which  eliminates  all  those  sections  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907,  which 
have  bf  come  absolere  or  have  been  superceded  by  later  enactments. 


"An  Act  to  Establish  a  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  in  Connection  with 
the  Law  Department  of  the  State  Library  of  Montana."" 

Purpose  of  this  Bill  :  The  bill  is  proposed  on  the  reco'mmendation  of  Chief 
Justice  Brantly  of  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  the 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau  to  the  Law  Department  of  the  State  Libra  ry 
instead  of  having  it  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Historical  Department  of  said 
Library. 

"An    Act    Relating    to   the    Powers    of   Justices'    Courts    after  Acquiring 
Jurisdiction  by  Service  of  Process." 

Purpose  of  this  Bill :  Statutes  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  justices' 
courts  are  strictly  interpreted.  The  result  is  that  in  very  many  instances  judg- 
ments of  justices'  courts  are  set  aside  because  of  minor  irregularities  which 
have  not  in  any  way  affected  the  substantial  rights  of  the  parties.  This,  bill 
is  proposed  on  recommendation  of  Chief  Justice  Brantly  to  correct  this  abuse 
and  prevent  the  raising  of  the  question  of  loss  of  jurisdiction  because  of  failure 
to  comply  with  numerous  statutory  requirements.

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Giving  of  Notice  of  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners  of  Certain  Bond  Sales  and  Providing  Penalties  for  the  Violation 
of  This  Act." 

Purpose  of  Amendment :  To  make  penalty  more  specific  and  to  improve 
division  of  the  section.  The  validity  of  this  section  as  it  now  stands  is  also 
open  to  doubt.  The  effect  of  the  enactment  of  Chapter  147.  Laws  of  1909  was 
to  repeal  section  2199  by  implication.  It  is  therefore  questionable  whether  a 
subsequent  amendment  of  a  repealed  act  is  valid. 

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Publication,  in  the  Session  Laws,  of  the  County 
Boundaries  of  Counties  Created  by  Petition  and  Election." 

Purpose  of  Bill  :  To  secure  publication  of  the  description  of  the  boundaries 
of  new  counties  created  by  'petition.  Otherwise  this  information  is  not  made 
generally  accessible. 

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Employment  of  a  Superintendent  and  Matron  for 
the  'State  Orphans"  Home." 

Purpose  of  Bill  :  To  conform  with  subsequent  legislation  placing  the 
institution  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

"An   Act   Relating  to   the  Appointment  of  Deputy  County   Attorneys  and 
Repealing  all  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith." 

Purpose  of  Bill  :  The  present  law  regarding  the  power  of  county  attorneys 
to  appoint  deputies  cannot  well  be  codified  as  it  now  stands  without  some 
confusion.  The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  state  the  law  more  definitely  and  not 
to  change  its  substance. 

Chapter  8,  Laws  1915  gives  authority  to  appoint  "five  deputies  one  of  whom  jj 
shall  be  the  chief  deputy." 

Chapter  132.  Laws  1911  gives  one  deputy  in  third  class  counties  and  "one  chief 
deputy  and  one  deputy"  in  first  and  second  class  counties. 

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Commitment  of  Delinquent  Children  to  the 
Montana  State  Industrial  School,  Prescribing  the  Form  of  Such  Commitment 
and  Repealing,  all  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith." 
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Purpose  of  Bill  :  The  present  juvenile  delinquent  law  contains  no  form 
of  commitment  to  the  Montana  State  Industrial  School.  The  purpose  of  this 
Aqt  is  to  remedy  the  defect.

"An  Act  Relating  to  the  Assessment  for  the  Purpose  of  Taxation  of  Bank 
Stock  and  the  Payment  of  Taxes  Thereon ;  Providing  for  the  Furnishing  of 
Certain  Information  to  County  Officials  by  Bank  Officials  and  Repealing 
Chapter  8H  of  the  Laws  of  the  Fourteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Montana  of  1915,  and  all  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith.'* 

Purpose  of  Bill  :  In  Dennis  vs.  First  National  Bank  of  Great  Falls,  178 
Pac.  580,  the  Supreme  Court  held  unconstitutional  Chap.  31,  Laws  1915.  providing 
a  method  of  assessing  the  stock  of  National  Banks.  Then  in  1919  the  Legislature 
enacted  Chapter  51,  Laws  1919,  providing  for  the  classification  of  all  taxable  prop- 
erty including  that  of  banks  both  state  and  national. 

The  attached  bill  is  drafted  to  meet  the  above  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court :  to  make  the  method  of  taxation  of  banks  conform  also  to  Chapter  51, 
Laws  1919,  and  to  preserve  so  much  of  the  original  (provisions  of  Chap.  31.  Laws 
1915.  as  are  necessary  to  be  kept  in  order  to  secure  the  necessary  information  from 
hank  officials.

"An  Act  Defining  the  Boundaries  of  the  Several  Counties  of  the  State  of 
Montana.  Enumerating  the  County  Seats  thereof  and  Repealing  all  Acts  and 
Part's  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith."' 

Purpose  of  Bill  :  To  define  the  boundaries  of  the  counties  of  Montana,  as 
required  by  Chapter  195  Laws  1919.  At  present  it  is  impossible  to  find  any 
Statutory  definition  of  the  boundaries  of  the  majority  of  the  counties  of  the 
state,  due  to  the'  great  number  of  changes  resulting  from  the  creation  of  new 
counties.

2.  Because  the  letting  of  a  contract  to  do  stenographic  or  clerical  work 
would  remove  the  control  of  all  i>ersons  doing  such  work  from  the  House  and 
place  ft'he  same  in  the  hands  of  a  contractor,  and  thus  be  the  means  of  endless 
controversy  in  case  of  objections  or  criticisms  as  to  the  manner  such  work  was 
done,  and  would  retard  efficiency. 

That  the  offer  is  misleading  and  uncertain  as  to  th»-  remuneration  to 
be  paid  for  such  work,  as  if  is  impossible  to  secure  any  accurate  data  as  to 
amount  of  work  done  by  the  clerical  force  in  the  previous  session,  and  thus  give 
rise  to  controversy  as  to  amount  to  be  paid  in  case  such  a  contract  could  1>e  let.

Whereas  the  price  of  all  grain  sold  in  the  State  of  Montana  is  based  on  the 
market  price  of  grain  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  local  prices  "being  Minneapolis 
prices  less  freight  rates  from  points  in  Montana  to  Minneapolis  and  commissions, 
and 

Whereas,  great  quantities  of  grain  sold  at  prices  so  fixed  never  leaves  the- 
State  of  Montana,  causing  losses  to  the  grain  growers  of  Montana,  by  reason 
of  these  illegal  freight  charges  being  deducted  from  the  prices  of  their  grain  man- 
ufactuured  into  flour  and  other  products  in  the  mills  of  Montana,  to  the  amount 
of  about  $1,000,000.00  annually ; 

We,  the  undersigned  grain  growers  of  Montana,  respectfully  petition  the  mem- 
bers of  our  State  Legislature  to  enact  the  necessary  laws  to  prevent  and  remedy  the 
practice  of  deducting  illegal  freight  charges  from  the  prices  of  our  grain,  and  to 
require  grain  buyers  under  penalty  to  return  any  such  illegal  deductions  made  by  the 
buyer  to  the  grain  grower  selling  them  the  grain."

delegating  of  a  commission  with  arbitrary  powers ;

Assembly,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that  we  do  hereby  protest 
against  the  passage  of  said  Bills,  or  like  legislation  tending  to  create  any  further 
agitation.

I  am  directed  by  the  House  to  inform  your  Honorable  Body,  that  the  following 
Communications  was  this  day  received  and  read  : 

Butte.  Montana,  January  7,  1921. 
To  the  Seventeenth   Legislative  Assembly.  Helena.  Montana. 
Gentlemen  : 

Representative  Slattery  gave  notice  of  a  bill  he  will  introduce  to  dispose  of 
the  Montana  Trade  Commission  and  the  duties  conferred  upon  this  Commission  by 
Bill  (passed  in  special  session  in  August  1919.  The  Bill  creating  the  Trade  Com- 
mission to  control  profiteering  on  necessities  for  the  home  and  the  farm  was  passed 
by  the  urgent  request  of  consumers,  labor,  the  farmer  and  the  large  employer  of 
labor,  and  no  request  has  been  made  by  these  persons  or  by  the  press  of  the  state 
to  nullify  this  law.  In  behalf  of  the  consumer  of  the  iState  who  is  suffering  from 
just  as  unfair  prices  as  at  any  time  during  the  war  we  ask  that  any  measure  to 
dispose  of  the  Montana  Trade  Commission  and  its  functions  be  killed. 

A  suit  was  brought  in  the  Fnited  States  Court  last  January  to  test  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  law  creating  the  Trade  Commission,  and  this  suit  was  brought

by  the  Merchant's  Association.  A  decision  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  law 
will  come  out  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  March  and  if  an  adverse 
decision  is  given  by  this  tribunal,  we  will  abide  by  same.  In  the  meantime,  we 
feel  that  a  bill  introduced  to  nullify  the  law  to  curb  profiteering  is  class  legislation, 
nici(t  in  accord  with  the  wishes  of  any  portion  of  the  people  but  the  Merchant's 
Association  of  the  State,  (now  in  session  at  Helena.) 

The  law,  as  well  as  the  splendid  service  rendered  by  the  high  cost  of  living 
investigation  committee  out  of  the  last  session,  and  also  the  co-operation  of  the 
Montana  Trade  Commission  in  behalf  of  the  consumer  has  received  the  commenda- 
tion of  the  people  and  the  press  of  tiie  state.  We  will  ask  that  this  communication 
be  read  to  the  members  of  the  House  and  that  each  and  every  member  will  give 
careful  consideration  to  nullifying  the  bill  creating  a  commission  to  control  pro- 
fiteering, passed  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  large  employer,*'  labor,  the  farmer 
and  the  housewife.  If  each  and  every  legislator  will  Inquire  as  to  the  sentiment 
of  his  constituents  before  voting  on  this  measure,  the  bill  as  passed  will  stand 
until  a  decision  is  rendered  by  the  United  States  'Supreme  Court. 

As  many  members  of  your  body  have  probably  read  in  trade  journals  during 
December,  the  National  Merchants  and  Manufacturer's  Association  are  centering 
their  power,  finances,  and  influence '  to  keep  any  laws  from  being  passed  in  Mon- 
tana or  Indiana  against  profiteering  and  to  nullify  any  laws  that  are  now  in  effect 
to  curb  profiteering  in  Montana  or  Indiana.  The  Montana  State  Trade  Commission 
has  been  unable  to  function  in  behalf  of  the  consumer  because  of  the  injunction 
secured  by  the  Merchant's  Association,  but  have  been  able  to  give  information 
from  time  to  time  during  the  year  through  the  free  space  accorded  them  by  the 
press  that  at  least  put  the  consumer  on  his  guard.  The  press  of  this  state  is  to 
be  specially  commended  for  the  space  given  in  their  publications  advising  of  de- 
clines, markets,  etc.,  which  information  added  to  the  knowledge  of  the  consumer 
even  though  the  distributor  protected  the  other  members  of  his  particular  associa- 
tion by  keeping  up  the  price.

That  in  the  death  of  Paris  Gibson,  in  his  ninety-first  year,  Montana  has  lost 
one  of  its  most  distinguished  citizens  and  upbuilders.  whose  services  to  the  people 
of  the  State  can  only  be  measured  by  the  years,  as  he  built  not  only  for  today 
but  for  time. 

He  took  part  in  the  writings  of  the  Constitution  of  Montana.  In  the  early 
days  of  statehood,  he  served  most  usefully  in  this  Body  as  a  member  from  Cascade 
County,  closing  his  public  service  as  a  member  of  the  United  States  Senate, 
where  he  served  the  State  with  great  distinction.

With  remarkable  disregard  of 
his  own  private  interests,  he  gave  the  very  best  that  was  in  him  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  city,  whose  existence  is  due  to  his  far-sighted  vision  and  energetic 
optimism/:  and  in  the  development  of  the  material  resources  of  the  State  he  was 
ever  active.

He  was  a  physician  of  marked  ability  and  loved  to  serve  as  such  for  the 
good  he  might  do  to  his  fellow  men. 

In  public  and  private  life,  Senator  George  W.  Clay  was  courteous  and  kind, 
patient  and  helpful  to  those  in  need.

granted  that  said  cut  over  lands  be  reforested;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  cut  over  lands  are  widely  scattered  and  in  most  cases  isolated 
and  by  reason  thereof  it  is  impracticable  and  uneconomic  to  undertake  the  re- 
foresting" and  care  thereof  and  that  in  order  that  this  important  work  may  be 
successfully  carried  on  the  State  should  be  permitted  to  exchange  said  cut  over 
laads  that  are  valuable  only  for  timber  culture  for  other  lands  of  like  character 
and  of  the  same  value,  to  the  end  that  the  State  may  acquire  or  secure  its  holdings 
in  a  compact  body  in  order  that  reforesting  may  be  undertaken  in  a  business  like 
and  economic  manner ; 

Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved.  The  House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
that  we.  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby 
petition  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  immediately  enact  such  legislation 
as  will  permit  the  iState  of  Montana  to  dispose  of  the  cut  over  timber  lands  here-

We.  your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  State  Institutions,  beg 
|  lpave  to  report  as  follows  : 
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STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE.  WARM  SPRINGS. 

On  January  15  and  1(5  we  visited  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and 
inspected  the  grounds  and  buildings.  The  grounds  and  buildings  we  found  to  be 
in  a  good  state  of  replair,  but  everywhere  the  congestion  was  very  apparent. 
In  many  places  we  found  three  patients  where  there  should  have  been  one. — this 
was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  women's  dormitory.  Many  of  the  rooms  showed 
•beds  so  closely  crowded  that  it  was  impossible  to  have  a  table  or  a  chair  by  the 
bedside.  The  interior  of  the  buildings  was  noticeably  clean  and  well  kept.  The 
patients  were  apparently  well  taken  care  of.  that  is.  properly  clothed  and  fed. 
Upon  making  inquiry  Ave  found  that  the  cost  per  day  per  person  during  the  past 
two  years  was  $1.10.  This,  when  compared  with  other  states,  for  instance 
Wyoming,  shows  that  the  maintenance  has  been  kept  at  a  reaixmable  figure. 

We  found  about  GO  head  of  work  horses  and  a  few  head  of  young  stock,  and 
G8  milch  cows.  The  68  cows  give  220  gallons  of  milk  per  day.  which  is  suffffi- 
cient  to  supply  the  'patients  with  good,  wholesome  milk.  This  milk  is  all  used 
at  the  institution,  contrary  to  the  rumor  that  some  of  it  was  being  shipped  to 
outside  markets. 

We  particularly  noticed  the  very  efficient  Fire  deportment,  which  is  well 
equipped  and  organized  and  has  given  very  excellent  service,  the  credit  for 
which  is  chiefly  due  to  our  State  Fire  Marshal. 

Inquiry  into  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  namely,  food,  clothiug.  hospital 
equipment  and  supplies,  disclosed  that  the  buying  is  done  mostly  by  contract  and 
that  usually  a  very  fair  price  is  obtained. 

Recommendations.  "We  recommend  that  the  following  buildings  l)e  con- 
structed : 

1.  Women's  Dormitory  to  contain  at  least  60  beds,  shower  baths,  etc.,  to 
cost  approximately  $40,000. 

2.  Men's  Dormitory  to  contain  100  beds,  dining  room,  shower  baths,  etc.. 
to  cost  approximately  $60,000. 

3.  Building  for  mental  deficients,  idiots  and  low  grade  imbeciles,  consisting 
of  sleeping  quarters,  dining  room,  lounge  room,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$25,000.  The  need  of  this  is  very  apparent,  as  this  class  of  patients  are  being 
kept  in  a  basement  with  insufficient  air.,  sunlight,  etc. 

4.  The  erection  of  a  suitable  morgue  and  chapel.  The  present  building 
is  a  little  frame  shack,  about  15/x2-V.  very  inadequate  and  wholly  unsatisfactory 
for  the  holding  of  burial  services. 

5.  Twin  silos  should  be  erected  in  time  to  be  filled  with  next  season 
silage  crop. 

We  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  and  niaKe 
surveys  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  additional  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
some  other  point  in  Montana,  where  climatic  and  agricultural  conditions  will  he 
most  favorable,  this  committee  to  report  back  at  the  next  Session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, with  their  recommendations. 

After  carefully  noting  the  large  increase  in  insanity  in  Montana,  and  owing 
to  insanity  being  to  a  great  extent  hereditary.  Ave  heartily  favor  a  bill  being 
introduced  at  this  Session  for  the  sterilization  of  the  incurable  insane  and  feeble 
minded. 

STATE   TUBlfltCULOKIK   SANITARIUM,  GALEN. 

On  January  16  we  inspect  the  iState  Tuberculosis  (Sanitarium  at  Galen.  The 
buildings,  grounds  and  farm  were  in  very  well  kept  condition.  Inquiry  of  patients 
as  to  their  care,  food,  etc.,  showed  them  very  well  pleased.  We  were  impressed 
with  the  generally  high  standard  of  the  attendants,  nurses  and  other  employees 
throughout  the  institution. 

A  new  hospital  building  with  50  beds  has  been  completed  and  will  be  usfl 
when  money  is  available  to  take  care  of  the  maintenance.  We  highly  recommend 
that  funds  for  the  purpose  be  allowed  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Recommendations.  We  recommend  that  a  two-story  addition  bp  built  to  tfl 
present  dining  room — the  first  floor  to  be  used  as  a  dining  room  and  recreation 
hall,  the  second  story  as  a  dormitory  for  additional  help. 

Also  that  a  new  heating  plant  be  installed  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$10,000.  for  the  reason  that  the  present  heating  plant,  which  consists  of  one  high 
and  one  low  pressure  boiler,  has  been  condemned  as  insufficient  and  unsafe. 
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STATE    PRISON,    DEER  LODGE. 
On  January  17.  wo  visited  the  State  Prison  at  Deer  Lodge.    We  find  the 
stitution  to  be  in  a  very  sanitary  condition.  At  the  present  time  there  are  about 
;< i  inmates,  which  is  a  very  low  figure  compared  with  former  years,  due  to  the 
■\\-  parole  system. 

Recommendations.  We  recommend  that  all  clothing  for  the  inmates  of  all 
tare  institutions  be  made  by  the  inmates  of  the  State  Prison,  where  possible 
om  cloth  manufactured  by  the  Montana  Wool  Growers'  Association.  This  can  !h> 
»ne  at  a  very  low  cost.  It  would  be,  necessary  for  the  State  to  furnish  a  cutter 
!  a  good  salary,  who  would  be  the  only  salaried  person  connected  with  the 
inking'  of  such  garments. 

SCHOOL  FOR  DEAF  AND  BLIND.  BOULDER. 
On  January  IS  we  visited  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  at  Boulder, 
hich  also  has  a  department  for  the  feeble-minded.  We  found  the  system  of 
lanagenient  exceedingly  satisfactory,  but  the  physical  needs  of  the  plant  are  very 
rear.  Much  of  the  furniture  in  the  Administration  Building  has  been  made 
y  the  pupils  of  the  institution,  and  the  work  done  in  the  mechanical  and  other 
epartments  is  of  a  very  high  grade,  when  the  character  of  the  pupils  is  taken 
ifo  consideration. 

We  find  that  there  are  approximately  200  students  now  at  the  school  and  a 
waiting  list  of  approximately  500.  The  needs  of  the  institution  with  regard  to 
ew  buildings  are  governed  by  the  additional  applications.  This  large  waiting 
st  is  composed  of  feeble-minded  and  backward  children  ;  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb 
re  kept  on  the  waiting  list  only  a  very  short  period,  being  given  preference.  We 
trongly  recommend  the  additional  buildings  requested  in  the  budget  in  order  to 
ake  care  of  as  many  as  possible  on  the  waiting  list. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  many  of  the  inmates  now  at  the  institution 
hould  be  commited  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  were  it  not  for  the 
rowded  condition  at  the  latter  institution. 

We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  additional  farm  consisting  of  800 
lores.  500  of  which  can  be  irrigated  and  has  a  prior  water  right,  upon  which 
arm  the  Superintendent  has  an  option  which  runs  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
resent  Legislature,  and  which  option  names  a  very  reasonable  price. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  this  report  represent  actual,  immediatt 
leeds  of  the  various  institutions,  and  we  heartily  urge  their  adoption.

REPORTS  OP  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 
The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  Fort-  Assinniboine  submitted 
the  following  re]>ort : 

Mr.  President :  January  31,  1021. 

We.  your  Committee  delegated  by  tne  House  and  Senate  to  investigate  '^>rt 
Assiniboine.  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Fort  Assiniboine  was  built  in  1870  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
ns  one  of  the  frontier  posts  to  hold  the  Indians  in  restraint.  The  buildings  were 
added  to  from  time  to  time  as  the  number  of  troops  was  increased  and  the  discov- 
eries in  sanitation  and  hygiene  were  put  in  use.  The  sewer  system,  water  sys- 
tems and  buildings  for  hospital,  gymnasium  and  social  recreation  were  all  installed 
later. 

Elaborate  heating  plants  were  installed  and  the  whole  place  brought  abso- 
lutely up-to-date  between  the  period  of  the  closing  of  the  Spanish-American  War 
and  the  abandonment  of  the  Post  as  a  station  for  troops. 

When  it  was  definitely  decided  to  abandon  Fort  Assiniboine  by  the  War 
Department,  some  of  the  far-seeing  and  progressive  men  of  Havre  and  Northern 
Montana,  led  by  the  Hon.  C.  F.  Morris,  realizing  the  large  sums  which  had  but 
recently  been  spent,  the  substantial  manner  in  which  all  the  buildings  had  been 
constructed  and  feeling  that  the  salvage  value  of  this  property  would  be  very 
insignificant,  undertook  to  have  this  property  transferred  over  to  the  State  of 
Montana,  together  with  some  two  thousand  acres  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  Manual  Training  and  Agricultural  School  to  serve  the  vast  empire 
of  Northern  Montana. 

This  far-sighted  and  forward  looking  policy  on  the  part  of  these  Havre 
citizens  is  greatly  to  be  commended,  for  it  has  resulted  in  securing  for  the  State 
of  Montana  this  splendid  property  having  a  present  value  of  over  a  million  dollars. 

Fort  Assiniboine  is  situated  upon  the  south  side  of  Reaver  Creek  on  a  broad 
level  bench.    The  railroad  station  of  Assiniboine  is  about  one  mile  from  the  Fort 
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and  would  be  the  point"  from  which  passengers  and  freight  would  arrive  or  dej 
in  connection  with  the  Fort  in  case  the  buildings  were  ever  again  brought 
use  by  i  he  State. 

The  location  of  these  buildings   might   be  considered  bleak  by  some 
who  have   been   accustomed   to  living  in   large  cities  or  huddled  in  among 
mountain   valleys  of  our  State,  but   lo  the  inhabitants  of  the  great  plains 
plateau   regions  east  of  the   Rocky  Mountains,   the  view  and  location  is 
The  view  to  the  east  to  the  pine-clad  Rear  Paws  relieves  the  monotony  of 
landscape  and  offers  an   opportunity  for  the  enjoyment  of  mountain  scei 
within  easy  reaching  distance  if  such  change  is  desired. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  about  eighteen  or  twenty  of 
best  buildings  could  be  used  for  a  branch  of  our  State  Insane  Hospital  witl 
great  saving  to  the  State.  These  buildings,  if  built  today,  would  cost  to  constn 
nearly  a  million  dollars,  while  the  expense  of  repairing  same  would  be  less  than 
sixty  thousand  dollars.  This  would  give  ample  room  for  five  hundred  patients, 
besides  the  attendants,  and  if  crowded  together  as  closely  as  they  are  at  Warm 
Springs  at  the  present  time,  would  house  a  thousand  patients.  In  the  remaiuins, 
twenty-five  or  thirty  buildings  there  are  several  that  could  be  repaired  and  used 
to  good  advantage  if  necessary  to  enlarge  the  institution. 

We  find  that  there  is  sufficient  water  for  domestic  use  and  to  irrigate  and 
beaAitify  the  grounds,  and  possibly  to  irrigate  twenty  or  thirty  acres  of  garden. 
It  is  possible,  however,  that  more  could  be  irrigated,  but  as  all  of  the  normal 
flow  of  Reaver  Greek  is  appropriated  by  the  farmers  who  have  a  large  ditcli 
diverting  same  from  this  stream,  it  would  be  necessary  to  find  storage  for  flood 
waters,  which  is  an  engineering  feat  that  we  did  not  look  into. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  branch  of  the  Insane  Hospital  is 
located  at  this  point,  it  would  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  dry  land  experiment 
farm  now  located  at  this  place,  as  there  would  be  sufficient  buildings,  and  at 
least  fifteen  hundred  acres  of  good  dry  farm  land  that  could  be  used  for  this 
experiment, 

The  buildings  are  ample,  the  site  suitable,  the  expense  of  putting  such  of  the 
buildings  as  would  be  required  at  the  present  time  in  suitable  condition  for 
occupancy,  is  small.  The  present  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  State  and 
the  normal  increase  in  unfortunates  Avhich  is  to  be  expected  as  our  population 
grows,  would  indicate  that  the  State  will  be  required  to  appropriate  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  within  the  next  four  years  to  care  for  these  people. 

With  property  belonging  to  the  State  at  Fort  Assiniboine  worth  one  and  a 
half  or  two  million  dollars,  it  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Committee  that 
this  property  be  used  and  these  vast  sums  saved  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  in 
the  years  to  come. 

We  also  submit  herewith  report  of  Mr.  James  MacCalman,  builder  and 
architect,  who  made  an  inspection  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  whose  esti- 
mate this  committee  believes  to  be  fair  and  reasonable.

REPORT  MADE  BY  THE  DIRECTION  OF  THE  SEVENTEENTH 
LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA. 

Regarding  certain  buildings  at  Fort  Assiniboine.  Hill  County,  located  about 
eight  miles  from  the  city  of  Havre,  for  the  purpose  of  using  such  buildings  for  the 
care  of  a  part  of  the  insane  wards  of  the  State: 

A  two  days'  examination  of  this  large  concern  does  not  justify  us  in 
giving  detailed  figures  that  cover  every  item  connected  with  housing  about  000 
people,  and  comprises  about  150.000  square  feet  of  flooring.  Sufficient  accuracy 
has.  however,  been  attained  to  justify  us  in  submitting  to  you  the  followins: 
statements,  and  that  a  nucleus  of  an  institution  for  the  Insane  can  be  formed 
at  the  Fort  that  will  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

There  are  about  fifty  (50)  buildings  in  all,  that  are  good,  comprising  the 
Fort.  All  have  been  built  between  the  years  1879  and  1911,  local  brick  having 
been  used  in  their  construction.  They  were  all  built  in  a  substantial  and 
thorough  manner — consequently  they  are  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  except  som^ 
of  the  roofs  where  the  shingles  have  decayed.    As  they  have  been  vacant  now 
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|  ovtT  eleven  years,  with  no  caretaker  to  look  after  the  property,  considerable

ures  I  submit  for  your  consideration  will  be  ample  to  make  the  heating 
tisfactory  for  the  number  of  patients  that  Dr.  Scanland  thinks  ought  to  be  taken 
re  of.  namely:  500  inmates  and  ten  per  cent  (10%)  increase  for  four  years 
i  I  least. 

There  i.s  practically  no  water  available  for  irrigation  or  domestic  purposes, 
oept  what  is  pumped  from  the  ground.  There  are  about  50  driven  wells,  from 
irt  of  which  water  has  been  pumped  by  a  centrally  located  plant,  into  a  steel 
ak  placed  about  60  feet  high  above  ground,  having  a  capacity  of  about  60,000 
lions  of  water.  The  condition  of  this  piping  system  is  difficult  to  determine, 
i  the  purnip  has  been  removed,  but  the  gravity  system  can  be  repaired  and  used 
|  formerly  at  a  figure  that  will  not  be  prohibitive.  Plastering,  painting  and 
iiingling  will  cost  the  most  in  all  the  buildings,  with  a  system  of  wire  fencing 
•ound  the  property  that  is  to  be  used. 

We  are  advised  by  Dr.  Scanland  that  the  rectangular  form  of  location  of 
liildings  makes  this  system  very  desirable  for  institutional  purposes.  Four  large 
|)rraitories  of  200  feet  length  each,  and  two  stories  high,  having  15,000  square 
j-et  of  floor  in  each  of  the  four  units,  face  th<i  south  side  of  the  square.  Twelve 
liddings  of  eight  rooms  each,  having  been  used  for  officers'  quarters,  face  the 
^rth.  Commissary,  recreation  hall,  and  administrative  buildings  face  the  east, 
i  ith  chapel  and  large  hospital  facing  the  west.  All  of  these  buildings  that  are 
cessary  can  be  made  very  satisfactory  for  the  purpose  intended  at  a  low  cost. 
[  About  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($00,000.00)  will  cover  all  the  expenditures 
''cessary  for  the  care  of  500  or  600  patients,  with  the  necessary  medical  staff 
nd  nurses,  with  a  ten  per  cent  increase  for  the  next  five  years. 

The  place  can  be  lighted  by  wires  from  the  Power  Company,  which  wires 
e  about  one  mile  away. 

I  have  compiled  figures  showing  the  expenditures  necessary  for  each  building 
npiired.  about  eighteen  (18)  in  all,  which  leaves  over  thirty  (30)  buildings 
ill  available. 

Dr.  Scanland  could  have  a  number  of  patients  taken  over  there  and  the 
lace  all  cleaned,  which  would  reduce  the  above  cost  considerably.

WHEREAS,  There  is  now  pending  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
certain  bills  for  the  appropriating  of  additional  sums  for  Federal  aid  in 
the  construction  of  Post  Roads  and  for  other  purposes,  and  which  said  bills 
are  designated  the  Chamberlain-McArthur  Bill;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  method  of  expending  moneys  of  the  United  States  for  the 
construction  of  Post  Roads  in  the  United  States  and  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  is  upon  a  basis  of  equal  amounts  of  money  being  ex- 
pended by  the  Federal  Government,  together  with  the  State  and  County,  which 
method  has  resulted  in  burdening  the  several  counties  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana to  a  greater  extent  than  is  deemed  just  and  proportionate;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  allotment  of  money  made  by  the  Federal  Government  under 
the  existing  laws  for  Federal  aid  in  the  construction  of  road  projects  within  the 
State  of  Montana  has  not  at  the  present  time  been  used  because  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  inability  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  several  counties  therein, 
to  raise  by  appropriation  an  amount  sufficient  to  equal  the  requirements  of

WHEREAS,  the  Chamberlain-McArthur  bill  now  before  Congress  will  af- 
ford additional  sums  of  money  for  the  construction  of  highways  within  the 
State  of  Montana,  as  well  as  in  the  Forest  Reserves,  Indian  Reservations. 
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and  across  the  Government  lands  still  unoccupied  within  the  State  of  Mon 
tana;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  provisions  of  the  Chamberlain-McArthur  Bill  will  aid ) 
and  assist  the  several  counties  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  State  it- 
self, in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Aid  Project  for  construction 
of  roads  and  highways;

Whereas,  the  price  fixed  by  said  War  Board  was  such  that  these  ores  could  be 
produced  at  a  small  profit,  and

development  of  manganese  and  chrome  ores  and  other  like  ores  have  been  unable 
to  operate  since  the  end  of  the  War  by  reason  of  the  cheap  importation  of  these 
ores  from  foreign  counties,  and  if  such  importation  is  to  continue,  large  sums  of 
money  invested  in  the  development  of  these  mining  enterprises  will  be  lost  to  the 
American  people,  and  the  only  thing  that  can  restore  these  mining  enterprises 
to  a  profit  for  labor  and  capital  is  to  put  a  tariff  on  the  importation  of  manganese 
and  chrome  ores  into  the  United  States,  and  in  order  to  stimulate  and  keep 
alive  this  industry,  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Assembly  that  a  tariff  should 
be  assessed  against  all  inportations  of  manganese  and  chrome  ores  of  not  less 
than  one  cent  per  pound,  and  that  such  tariff  should  be  imposed  upon  importations 
at  the  earliest  posible  moment.

Before  the 
issuance  of  said  notes  or  bonds,  the  Commissioners  shall  pass  a  resolution  pro- 
viding for  the  issuance  of  such  notes  or  bonds,  which  said  resolution  shall  fix  the 
rate  of  interest  which  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  bear,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  the  time  of  payment  and,  if  redeemable  before 
maturity,  the  date  thereof,  and  shall  prescribe  the  denominations,  not  exceeding 
One  Thousand  Dollars,  and  form  thereof,  and  may  provide  that  both  the  principal 
and  interest  of  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  some  convenient  banking 
house,  or  trust  company's  office,  to  be  named  in  said  notes  or  bonds  ;  such  notes  or 
bonds  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  drainage  district  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  such  drainage  district  and  the  coupons  attached  to 
the  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  provided  the 
facsimile  signatures  of  the  President  and  Secretary,  may  be  affixed  to  the  coupons, 
only  when  so  recited  in  the  notes  or  bonds,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  drainage 
district  shall  be  affixed  to  each  of  the  notes  or  bonds.  Upon  execution,  the  notes 
or  bonds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  County  Treasurer,  who  shall  register  the 
same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  show  the  number  and 
amount  of  each  note  or  bond,  its  date,  the  date  payable  and  redeemable,  where 
payable,  the  person  to  whom  issued  and,  upon  sale  of  the  said  notes  or  bonds  the 
County  Treasurer  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  sold, 
upon  their  making  payment  for  the  same  ;  said  notes  or  bonds  may  be  sold  by  the 
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Commissioners  at  either  public  or  private  sale,  cither  with  or  without  advertise-

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.MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Goovernor  was  received  and  read  : 

February  1921. 

Tlir  President  of  the  Senate,  Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana. 

I  am  returning  herewwith  Senate  Bill  No.  98,  '"An  Act  prescribing  an  oath 
of  office  to  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  all  teachers    in    public,    private  and 
parochial  schools,  and  in  all  colleges,  universities  and  other  institutions  of  learning 
ill  the  State  of  Montana,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof."  with-* 
out  my  approval  and  my  objections  thereto. 

Article  XIN,  Section  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  Montana  provides  that: 

"Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  all  officers,  executive,  ministerial 
or  judicial,  shali.  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  respective  offices,  take 
and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to-wit :  T  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  ftffirm)  lhat  I  will  support,  protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the  United 
Stares,  and  the  constitution  of  he  State  of  Montana,  and  that  I  will  discharge 
the  duties  of  my  office  v\ilh  fidelity  \  and  that  I  have  not  paid,  or  contributed, 
or  promises  I  to  pay  or  contribute,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  of  other 
valuable  thing  to  procure  my  nomination  of  election  (or  appointment)  except 
fur  necessary  and  proper  expenses  expressly  authorized  by  Haw;  that  I  have 
not  knowingly  violated  any  election  law  of  this  State,  or  procured  it  to  be  done 
by  ethers  in  my  behalf:  that  1  will  not  knowingly  receive,  directly  or  indirectly, 
any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  the  performance  or  non-performance  of 
any  act  of  duty  pertaining  to  my  office  other  than  the  compensation  allowed  by 
law .  so  he'p  me  God."  " 

The  same  Section  of  our  Constitution  further  says:    '•And  no  other  oath, 
declaration  or  test  shall  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  office  or  trust."'  „ 
;        The   bill    in   question   does   prescribe   for   the   school    teachers   of   the  State 
an  "  oath  of  office"  entirely  different  from  that  prescribed  in  the  Constitution. 

This  being  true,  the  proposed  law  is  unconstitutional. 

Wjhile  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  natriotic  intent  that  animated  the  author  anel 
supporters  of  the  bill,  in  this  special  instance,  still  the  fact  remains  that  if  a 
Legislative  Assembly  can  pi  escribe-  "an  oath  of  office"  at  variance  with  the 
explicit  prohibition  of  the  Constitution  for  a  good  purpose  an  occasion  might 
arise  where  a  majority  in  some  future  legislature  might  prescribe  "a  test  oaf  If 
for  an  ulterior,  partisan  or  sectarian  puipose. 

Surely  no  test  oath  should  ever  be  ]  rescribed  that  would  prohibit  the  legiti- 
mate discussion  or  criticism  of  any  law  that  a  legis'ature  might  enact,  whether 
such  criticism  was  indulged  m  by  a  school  teacher  or  any  other  citizen  of  the 
state. 

In  one  of  the  celebrated  cases  of  English  jurisprudence,  involving  this  very 
principle,  a  .treat  constitutional  lawyer  once  said: 

"If  a  law  be  bad,  it  is  one  thing  to  oppose  the  practice  of  it.  but  it  is  quite 
a  different  thing  to  expose  its  errors,  to  reason  on  its  defects,  and  to  show 
cause  why  it  should  be  repealed  or  why  another  ought  to  be  substituted  in  its 
place.    This  is  a  duty  which  every  man  owes  to  society  to  point  out." 

It  is  to  be  seriously  doubted  whether  patriotism  or  reverence  for  the  flag  is 
over  inculcated  by  the  enforcement  of  a  test  oath  of  any  kind. 

As  we  of  mature  years  look  bae-k  to  our  own  school  days,  I  doubt  if  we 
ean  recall  any  act  of  word  of  any  of  our  teachers  that  ever  savored  of  disloyalty, 
hut.  on  the  contrary,  their  whole  attitude,  by  precept  and  example,  led  our  minds 
and  hearts  into  a  reverential  respect  for  the  whole  spirit  of  free  government 
as  typified  by  our  constitution  and  the  flag, 
i  In  our  earnest  wish  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  constitutional  government, 
as  exemplified  in  the  United  States,  would  it  not  be  far  more  productive  of  real 
results  to  the  younger  generation,  if.  instead  of  an  extra  constitutional  test  oath 
for  school  teachers,  the  Legislature  should  prescribe  a  few  minutes  each  week 
!  in  all  of  our  schools  anel  universities  for  patriotic  instruction,  followed  by  a 
salutation  to  the  flag?  In  this  way  both  teachers  and  children  would  imbibe 
a  far  greater  measure  of  American  patriotism  than  by  the  extra  constitutional 
test  for  the  teachers  set  forth  in  this  Act. 

Should  this  present  bill  be  permitted  to  become  a  law.  I  can  conceive  of  no 
more  fertile  field  of  prospective  political  heresy  hunting  than  that  of  accusing

some  school  teachers  of  not  "supporting"  some  provision  of  the  Laws,  when,  ir 
fact,  the  proof  of  non-suipport  might  be  the  legitimate  constructive  criticism  b: 
the  teacher  in  question  of  the  wisdom  for  the  enactment  or  repeal  of  the  lav 
in  question. 

Holding  these  views,  and  with  the  full  conviction  that  the  Legislature  har 
not  the  discretion  to  prescribe  any  form  of  oath  in  contravention  to  the  explici 
mandate  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  no  other  alternative  than  that  of  returning 
herewith  the  bill  to  you  without  my  approval  and  with  these  objections  thereto

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION,  BY  JUNOD.   (No.  7.) 

A  Resolution  relating  to  the  endorsement  of  the  McFadden  Bill  to  protect 
the  gold  monetary  reserve  of  the  United  States  by  stimulating  gold  production. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled: 

WHEREAS,  There  is  now  pending  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
a  Bill  known  as  the  McFadden  Bill  H.  R.  13201,  which  said  Bill  has  for  its 
objects,  among  other  things,  the  following: 

1.  To  promote  the  production  of  gold  and  the  development  of  the  gold 
reserves  of  the  United  States,  making  such  enterprise  possible  by  overcoming 
and  removing  the  existing  impossible  conditions  as  far  as  may  be. 

2.  To  enhance  the  production  of  gold  for  monetary  purposes  in  the  United 
States  and  increase  the  amount  of  gold  which  will  remain  in  this  country  for 
such  and  other  purposes,  by  producing  a  remedy  for  present  conditions  which 
have  caused  almost  entire  cessation  in  gold  mining  in  the  United  States,  result- 
ing in  a.  demonition,  constituting  a  grave  danger  to  the  gold  supply  and  narrow- 
ing the  basis  of  the  monetary  standard,  at  a  time  when  civilization  is  most 
dependent  upon  the  maintenance  of  such  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States,  together  with  the  leading  nations  of  the 
World,  has  adopted  gold  as  the  unit  of  monetary  measurement,  the  standard 
medium  of  exchange;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  gold  mining  industry  of  the  United  States  is  lagging  and 
the  production  shrinking,  endangering  the  security  of  the  monetary  gold  reserve, 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  adequate  protection  for  such  reserve,  an  urgent 
demand  for  an  immediate  remedy  exists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  character  of  gold  mining  has,  in  general,  changed  from 
that  of  placer  gravel  and  shallow  rich  quartz  mining,  with  cheap  labor,  long 
hours  and  cheap  supplies,  as  was  its  character  at  the  time  the  coinage  value  of 
gold  was  fixed,  more  than  one  hundred  years  since,  to  that  of  deep,  low-grade 
quartz  mining,  requiring  expensive  machinery  and  appliances,  additional  skilled 
labor,  working  short  hours  and  the  consumption  of  expensive  oils  and  fuels, 
which,  together  with  the  present  cost  of  labor,  powder,  steel,  timbers,  fuels, 
appliances,  oils  and  every  other  supply  and  material  used  in  mining,  have  ad- 
vanced the  cost  until  the  product  of  gold  mines  is  rarely  equal  in  value  to  its 
coinage  value,  and  gold  mining  today  is  prohibitive,  with  a  very  few  minor 
exceptions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  condition  of  the  gold  mining  industry  in  Montana  and 
the  entire  Western  portion  of  the  United  States,  gives  cause  for  the  prompt  and 
early  enactment  of  the  legislation  proposed;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

xiesolved  By  The  Senate  And  House  Of  The  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly 
Of  The  State  Of  Montana, 

That  the  legislature  of  Montana  memorialize  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  for  the'  adoption  of  said  McFadden  Bill  and  the  imperative  need  for  its 
immediate  enactment. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  from  the 
State  of  .Montana  be  requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  the  im- 
mediate enactment  of  the  said  McFadden  Bill  into  Law;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  this  Joint  Resolution  be  forwarded  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  the  Senate  and  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  also  that  copies  thereof  be  transmit- 
ted by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
from  the  State  of  Montana,  with  the  request  that  they  use  every  effort  within 
their  power  to  bring  about  an  accomplishment  of  the  end  and  purpose  in  this 
Resolution  set  forth.

Moved  by  Senator  Greening,  that  the  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  allowed  to  select  a  Sub-Committee  to  investigate  the  conditions  of  the 
Capitol,  and  report  their  findings  in  the  matter.

(e)  That  satisfactory  assurance  has  been  given  to  the  Commissioner  that 
the  plan  of  colonization  adopted  will  not  be  changed  to  the  detriment  of  the 
homeseeker.

LINCOLN  MEMORIAL. 

(ONE  HUNDRED  AND  TWELFTH  ANNIVERSARY.) 

Today,  the  one  hundred  and  twelfth  anniversary  of  his  birth,  this  Nation 
pauses  to  render  homage  to  the  name  of  one  who  was  mightiest  in  the  cause  of 
civil  liberty.  An  enlightened  and  prosperous  American  citizenship,  blessed  with 
the  fullness  of  learning  and  culture,  halts  in  its  irresistible  onward  march  to 
bow  in  deferential  homage  to  the  lofty  patriotism  and  magnificent  spirit  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Surmounting  obstacles  of  birth  and  poverty  beyond  the  comprehension  of 
the  present  age,  setting  a  new  standard  for  American  ideals  and  standing  val- 
iantly by  the  colors  he  implanted  thereon  until  there  was  firmly  welded  the 
(Jnion  we  glorify  today,  the  Martyred  President  on  this  his  one  hundred,  and 
twelfth  anniversary  of  his  birth,  speaks  from  the  tomb,  living  lessons  of  loyalty, 
steadfastness,  and  indomitable  devotion  to  duty— lessons  which  the  youth  of  the 
land  must  learn — that  this  great  Republic  may  endure. 

It  seems  really  unnecessary  on  this  anniversary  to  contribute  any  patriotic 
sentiments,  for  the  name  of  Lincoln  itself,  his  life  and  achievements,  are  all  an 
inspiration  to  patriotic  endeavors  and  to  honorable  righteous  civic  service. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  great  because  he  was  meek,  because  he  was  honest, 
because  he  was  good,  because  he  suffered  for  others,  quoting  we  "may  say,  "His 
life  was  gentle  and  the  elements  so  mixed  in  him  that  nature  might  stand  up 
and  say  to  all  the  world,  'This  was  a  man.'  " 

Lincoln  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor  and  in  many  a  trying  ordeal  he  was 
j     able  to  carry  his  point  by  using  a  humorous  story  or  incident. 

So  fairly  did  he  deal  with  his  fellow  men  that  lie  earned  the  title  of  "Hon- 
est Abe,"  and  in  his  political  life  that  of  "The  Great  Emancipator." 

-  His  Gettysburg  Address  is  classed  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  English  classics, 
and  unfortunate  indeed  is  lie  who  is  not  familiar  with  its  diction,  and  senti- 
ments therein  expressed. 

In  summing  up  the  lite  of  Lincoln  that  which  gave  character  to  all  his 
achievements  is  expressed  in  a  sentence  in  his  inaugural  address,  "Malice  toward 
none,  and  Charity  for  all."

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate  the  Highway  Commission 
submitted  the  following  report: 

To  The  Honorable  Members  Of  The  Senate  And  House  Of  Representative- 
Of  The  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  Of  The  State  Of  Montana: 
Gentlemen : 

The  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  of.  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, appointed  to  investigate  the  Highway  Commission,  begs  leave  to 
submit  herewith  a  partial  report  concerning  our  findings. 
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To  make  a  complete  investigation  of  this  Department,  especially  the  finan- 
cial expenditures  in  detail  of  the  said  State  Highway  Commission,  fur  the  past 
two  years,  will  take  a  little  more  time. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  feels  that  a  partial  report  should  be  made  at 
this  time. 

Taking  into  consideration,  first  the  ones  most  vitally  interested,  namely, 
the  Taxpayers: 

TAXPAYERS  have  gotten  but  little  consideration  during  the  past  year 
under  the  highway  building  program,  put  under  way  by  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion, in  conjunction  with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Poads.  The  various 
counties  in  which  bonds  were  voted  upon  and  money  made  available  for  high- 
way construction,  have  experienced  the  inefficiency  of  an  unwieldy  engineering 
ciew.  turned  loose  upon  the  projects  proposed  for  construction. 

Specifications  of  projects  were  submitted  to  the  various  county  commis- 
sioners by  the  Highway  Engineers,  contracts  were  let,  construction  was  put  under 
way,  only  to  find  a  great  variation  in  yardage  of  common  dirt  work,  and  thus 
causing  no  small  increase  in  costs. 

The  Committee  feels,  that  in  view  of  the  large  crew  of  "high  powered" 
engineers  employed,  mistakes  such  as  these  are  inexcusable,  and  in  view  of  the 
tree  reign  given  the  Executive  Committee  to  hire  the  best  engineering  ability 
obtainable,  it  is  only  fair  to  expect  that  the  Taxpayers  of  this  State  are  entitled 
to  a  square  deal. 

Local  County  Engineers  and  County  Commissioners  who  were  familiar  with 
the  respective  local  conditions  were  entirely  ignored;  changes  were  demanded 
after  construction  was  under  way;  specifications  which  had  been  passed  upon 
by  the  respective  County  Commissioners,  were  deviated  from,  thus  causing  un- 
foreseen delays  and  expense,  and  by  the  engineers  firmly  insisting  upon  changes, 
and  with  the  threat  that  Federal  Aid  would  be  withdrawn,  the  County  Com- 
missioners were  given  the  choice  of  either  granting  the  change  or  standing  the 
entire  expense  of  the  completion  of  the  project  under  construction. 

Contracts  were  drawn  between  the  Highway  Commission  and  contractors, 
on  a  basis  of  fifty-fifty.  The  county  commissioners  were  required  to  pay  over 
to  the  Highway  Commission  their  half  of  the  cost  of  the  estimate  of  a  project 
hefore  the  work  could  he  started,  thus  giving  the  Highway  Commission  funds 
enough  to  go  ahead  on  a  project,  to  complete  fifty  per  cent  of  the  work.  If  the 
yardage  or  the  classification  of  the  yardage  ran  over  the  estimated  price,  the 
county  commissioners  were  charged  with  the  amount,  and  were  required  to  stand 
the  charge  as  extra  expense  against  the  project,  without  the  usual  fifty-fifty 
basis  being  considered,  thus  having  the  expense  of  engineering  inefficiency 
charged  against  the  respective  county  road  funds  and  causing  the  taxpayers 
expense-  that  had  not  been  bargained  for. 

Thus,  it  is  clearly  evident  that  the  working  mechanism  under  the  present 
law.  between  the  Highway  Commission  and  the  contractors,  has  proven  very  un- 
satisfactory to  the  several  counties  which  have  taken  advantage  of  Federal  Aid. 

Another  criticism  the  Committee  lias  found,  is  that  most  of  this  complete 
engineering  force  was  retained  during  the  winter  months,  with  the  explanation 
from  the  Chief  Engineer  that  plans  and  specifications  were  under  preparation 
for  the  next  two  years,  and  we  feel,  since  several  projects  had  to  be  abandoned 
on  account  of  the  inability  of  the  counties  to  furnish  funds,  the  unfavorable 
bond  conditions,  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material,  etc..  that  the  Highway 
Commission  showed  a  lack  of  business  acumen  in  forging  ahead  without  consid- 
ering the  taxpayers  of  the  State. 

What  the  taxpayers  want  to  know  is.  viz: 

What  is  the  overhead  expense  of  the  Highway  Commission  '.' 

What  is  the  Highway  Commission  costing  the  State? 

How  many  miles  of  roads  have  been  built? 

Is  Federal  Aid  a  benefit  to  the  Highway  program? 

Is  the  present  plan  of  a  Highway  Commission  a  success  ? 

Are  the  taxpayers  getting  efficient  engineering  through  the  Highway  Com- 
passion? 
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W  ith  the  above  questions  in  mind,  and  taking  a  general  survey  of  the  situa- 
tion, we  beg  leave  to  report  further: 

Your  Committee  finds  that  during  the  years  19110  and  1920.  the  Highway 
Commission  built  311  miles  of  road,  at  a  cost  of  $3,21 1,085.98.  This  is  the  mile- 
age total  on  completed  and  uncompleted  projects.  The  above  amount  shows  an 
average  cost  of  over  $10,000.00  per  mile.  There  is  still  an  additional  349.46 
miles  to  be  completed  on  jobs  contracted  for,  which  means  at  the  contract  price 
on  expenditure  of  over  $3,000,000.00  for  19-21. 

We  also  find  that  for  the  years  1919  and  1920  the  automobile  licenses  neiied 
the  Highway  Commission  $585,007.26,  which  means  $.1,881.00  for  each  mile  of 
road  completed  (built)  during  the  same  period  of  time.  In  other  words — the 
automobile  license  money  of  the  State  netted  the  Highway  Commission  over 
18%  for  each  mile  of  road  built,  for  engineering. 

Further  investigation  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Committee,  that,  to 
all  estimates  figured  by  the  Highway  Commission  on  projects  to  be  let.  was 
added  an  additional  10%.  One-half  of  the  10%  was  paid  by  the  respective 
counties,  and  one-half  by  the  Federal  Government  for  '"engineering  and  contin- 
gencies." This  10%  item  was  taken  out  at  the  very  start.  For  example — for  an 
estimated  $100,000.00  project,  $55,000.00  was  demanded  from  the  county  before 
work  could  be  started.  $5,000.00  of  this  was  taken  for  the  Highway  Commission 
and  after  the  remaining  $50,000.00  had  been  spent,  and  when  more  money  was 
forthcoming  from  the  Federal  Government  for  estimated  and  completed  work, 
another  $5,000.00  was  withheld  out  of  the  first  money  sent  to  pay  tin'  con- 
tractor. It  will  be  seen  that  the  additional  10%  to  all  contracts,  for  1919  and 
1920,  gave  the  Highway  Commission  $321,168.59  over  and  above  the  auto  license 
money,  which  wTas  ample  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  whole  engineering  crew. 

The  total  amount  of  salaries  for  the  complete  crew  for  the  year  1920  was 
$287,950.66.  During  the  month  of  December,  1920.  the  complete  force  on  the 
payroll  numbered  175.  The  month  of  October  showed  a  crew  of  230,  this  being 
the  highest  for  the  year,  and  making  an  average  of  180  individuals  per  month 
for  the  entire  year.  Added  to  the  salary  of  the  complete  force  is  an  additional 
item  of  mileage  books  for  the  year  1920,  amounting  to  $11,073.13,  which  again 
means  an  item  of  $40.00  to  $50.00  more  for  railroad  fare  per  each  mile  of  road 
built  during  1920.  Whether  this  amount  is  taken  out  of  the  10%  for  "engineer- 
ing and  contingencies"  can  only  be  determined  by  an  expert  accountant. 

Your  Committee  also  finds  that  upon  several  occasions,  engineers,  who  have 
been  connected  with  the  Highway  Commission  and  who  had  helped  to  figure  out 
the  estimates  for  contracts  about  to  be  let.  had  resigned  from  the  Commission 
in  order  to  be  allowed  to  bid  on  contracts.  Your  Committee  feels  that  this 
state  of  affairs  is  not  giving  a  square  deal  to  competitive  bidders  and  should  be 
prohibited  in  the  future.

said  amount  so  to  be  raised  which  the  irrigable  area  of  such  tract  bears  to  the 
total  area  of  all  the  irrigable  lands  in  the  district.  But  the  tax  thus  determined 
by  the  irrigable  area  of  each  such  tract  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  entire  tract  of 
land  of  which  such  irrigable  area  forms  a  part,  and  attaches  thereto  as  of  the 
first  Monday  of  March  of  that  year.  In  order  that  such  irrigable  area  may  be 
determined,  the  directors  shall  cause  to  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
District  Engineer,  a  careful  topographical  survey  and  map  of  all  the  irrigable 
lands  in  the  district."  A  copy  of  the  assessment  list  as  outlined  herein  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  of  the  lands  of  the 
district  are  situated  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  August  of  each  year,  and 
a  duplicate  copy  thereof  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing  the  various  items 
of  expense  the  assessment  is  designed  to  cover,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commision  by  registered  mail.

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We  have  requested  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of 
doniana  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  Law  and  have  received  his  opinion, 
vliich  holds  that  the  Act  is  constitutional.  Your  Committee  have  personally 
nade  investigation  into  this  bill,  and  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
ieneral  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  Law.

upon  affidavit  showing  the  necessity  for  further  time,  prepare  and  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court  and  serve  upon  the  adverse  party  a  bill  of  exceptions, 
containing  all  of  the  proceedings  had  at  the  trial  upon  which  he  relies,  in  which 
bill  the  evidence  shall,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  a  rule  of  the  Supreme 
Oourt.  be  stated  in  narrative  form,  except  that  the  particular  portion  of  the 
record  showing  objections  to  the  admission  or  rejection  of  testimony  upon  which 
the  party  preparing  the  bill  of  exceptions  to  rely,  shall  be  set  out  verbatim. 
AYithin  ten  days  after  such  service  the  adverse  party  may  propose  amendments 
thereto  and  serve  the  same,  or  a.  copy  thereof,  upon  the  other  party.  The  proposed 
bill  and  amendments  must,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  be  presented  by  the  party 
seeking  the  settlement  of  the  bill,  to  the  judge  who  tried  or  heard  the  case, 
upon  five  days'  notice  to  the  adverse  party,  or  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court,  or  judge.  When  received  by  the  clerk  he  must  immediately  deliver  them 
to  the  judge,  if  he  be  in  the  county  :  if  he  be  absent  from  the  county  and  either 
party  desires  the  papers  to  be  forwarded  to  the  judge,  the  celrk  must,  upon 
notice  in  writing  of  either  party,  immediately  forward  them  by  mail,  or  other 
safe  channel  :  if  not  thus  forwarded,  the  clerk  must  deliver  them  to  the  judge 
immediately  after  his  return  to  the  county.  When  received,  the  judge  must 
•lesignate  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  settle  the  bill,  and  the  clerk  must 
immediately  notify  the  parties  of  such  designation.  At  the  time  designated  the 
judge  must  settle  the  bill.  If  the  action  was  tried  before  a  referee,  the  pro-

Montana  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
stinguished  citizens,  whose  service  to  the  people  of  the  State  can  only  be 
pasured  by  the  duties  that  he  performed  in  behalf  of  its  welfare  and  best  in 
rests. 

'„  He  displayed  tact  and  good  judgment  and  a  willingness  to  help  every  useful 
»'k:  he  served  unselfishly  in  every  good  cause.  Flis  genial  traits  commended 
m  to  the  good  will  of  his  associates  who  placed  the  utmost  confidence  in  his 
nlity.  They  listened  cheerfully  to  his  counsel,  and  to  his  personal  worth  were 
fir  respects.  He  took  during  his  entire  residence  in  the  State  an  active  share 
politics.    He  served  in  the  Fifth  Legislative  Assembly  as  the  Speaker  of  the 
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House.  In  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  as  a  member  of  tlie  Senate  and  in  the  \int! 
a  member  of  the  House  from  Silver  Bow  County.  He  was  an  influential  menr 
her  and  a  leader  in  those  three  Legislative  Bodies.  He  was  recognized,  as  a|] 
adroil  organizer.  He  was  an  intrepid  lighter.  He  ]>ut  the  courage  of  his  eonf 
victions  into  every  struggle  and  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  scoring  an  unusuaj 
number  of  successes.  His  signal  good  fortune  was  that  when  the  trouble  ceasei 
there  was  cordial  recognition  by  those  with  whom  he  had  clashed  of  honorabl 
methods  and  fair  fighting.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish-American  War 
having  served  his  country  as  a  member  of  the  First  Montana,  accompanying  hi| 
regiment  to  the  Philippine  Islands. 

While  we  deplore  the  necessity  that  required  his  passing  from  the  fields  o 
his  great  usefulness  when  his  manhood  Mas  at  its  meridian  height,  we  wouli 
rather  at  this  time  point  to  his  splendid  character  and  his  long  life  of  effort  an! 
service  as  an  example  which  should  ever  be  an  inspiration  to  those  who  follov 
hereafter. 

"His  life  was  gentle;  and  the  (dements  so  mixed  in  him.  that  Nature  migh 
stand,  up  and  say  to  all  the  world.  'This  was  a  man.'"'

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  loss  of  S.  B.  No.  117,  submitted 
the  following  report : 
Mr.  President : 

We,  your  Joint  Special  Investigating  Committee  of  the  House  and  Senate, 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the  disappearance  of  Substitute  for 
Senate  Bill  No.  117  from  the  desk  of  the  Bill  Clerk  in  the  House  Chamber,  on 
or  about  the  fifth  day  of  February.  1921,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recommend  as 
follows  : 
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Section  1.  That  from  the  evidence  submitted  to  your  Joint  Committee,  we 
find  that  Sub.  for  -S.  B.  No.  117  disappeared  from  the  desk  of  the  Bill  Clerk  in 
the  House  Chamber  at  or  near  the  hour  of  10  :45  A.  M.,  February  5th,  1921. 

That  at  the  time  of  its  disappearance  it  was  not  in  the  possession  of  any 
person,  hut  was  left  a  few  minutes  prior  thereto  on  the  desk  of  the  Bill  Clerk, 
who  left  his  desk  for  the  purpose  of  going  to  his  office  near  the  House  Chamber. 

That  the  Assistant  Bill  Clerk  left  her  desk  and  that  no  one  was  left  in  charge 
of  .the  bill. 

During  the  time  while  the  Bill  Clerk  and  Assistant  Bill  Clerk  were  away 
from  the  desk  and  before  they  returned,  Sub.  for  S.  B.  No.  117  disappeared. 

Section  2.  We  find  that  no  person  charged  with  the  duty  of  caring-  for  or 
keeping-  said  bill.  Sub.  for  S.  B.  No.  117,  is  to  be  found  guilty  of  misconduct  or 
ulterior  motives  in  connection  with  the  disappearance  of  the  same,  and  we  have 
no  criticism  to  offer  against  any  person  charged  with  the  safe  keeping  of  said  bill, 
but  we  do  criticise  the  careless  manner  in  which  this  bill,  together  with  others 
were  left  on  the  desk  of  the  Bill  Clerk  without  being  in  personal  charge  of  some 
one  duly  authorized  to  care  for  the  same. 

Section  3.  We  recommend  that  hereafter  all  bills  submitted  to  the  care  ot 
the  Bill  Clerk  of  the  House  or  Senate  be  kept  strictly  in  charge  at  all  times  by 
some  person  duly  authorized  to  keep  the  same  so  that  they  may  be  held  account- 
able for  the  disappearance  or  loss  of  any  bill  in  either  House. 

Section  4.  We  wish  to  thank  all  the  witnesses  who  appeared  and  offered 
testimony  concerning  information  relative  to  the  disappearance  of  Sub.  for  S.  B. 
No.  117'.

Proclamation  convening  the   Seventeenth   Legislative  Assembly   in  Extra- 
ordinary Session  was  read  by  the  Secretary  as  follows: 


The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  having  made  it  the  duty  of  the 
Governor  to  convene  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  extraordinary  session  when  in 
his  judgment  the  occasion  for  such  action  shall  arise,  and  the  regular  session  of 
the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  having  reached  the  constitutional  limit 
for  its  meetings  with  a  great  amount  of  legislation  necessary  to  meet  the  pres- 
ent acute  financial  situation  of  the  State  Government  having  failed  of  enact- 
ment, it  seems  imperative  that  immediate  relief  be  given  at  this  time. 

It  appearing  to  me  that  this  legislation  can  be  accomplished  more  economi- 
cally and  expeditiously  at  this  time  than  at  some  future  period,  when  the  call- 
ing of  an  extra  session  would  involve  a  heavy  additional  expense  in  the  matter 
of  mileage: 

NOW  THEREFORE.  I,  Jos.  M.  Dixon,  as  Governor  of  the  Stat.-  of  Montana, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and 
Statutes,  do  hereby  convene  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  in  Extraor- 
dinary Session  at  the  City  of  Helena,  the  Capital  of  the  State  of  Montana,  at 
the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  Saturday,  the  fifth  day  of  March.

First:  To  provide  proper  legislation  for  caring  for  the  unfortunate  victims 
of  tuberculosis  at  the  State  Sanitarium,  for  which  no  adequate  provision  has 
been  made  during  the  regular  session  of  the  Seventeenth  Assembly. 

Second:  For  abolishing  the  office  of  one  Judge  in  the  Fifth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, now  vacated  by  the  death  of  the  former  incumbent,  which  alone  will  save 
the  State  of  Montana  about  $40,000  during  the  coining  quadrennium. 
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Third:  For  the  enactment  of  a  law  providing  machinery  for  the  supervise! 
and  more  equitable  collection  of  about  .$25,000,000  in  taxes  that  are  now  i 
posed  upon  the  people  of  this  State  for  the  support  of  City,  County  and  S 
Governments,  and  for  which  no  adequate  machinery  has  been  provided. 

Fourth:  For  providing  additional  revenues  for  the  maintenance  of  the  pu 
lie  schools  of  Montana,  by  imposing  a  more  equitable  tribute  from  the  Stat 
natural  resource  of  mineral  oil. 

Fifth:   For  the  enactment  of  a  more  equitable  and  scientific  inherita 
tax  law.

Helena,  March  10,  1921. 

The  President.  State  Senate.  Helena.  Montana. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  now  in  extraordinary  session,} 
is  respectfully  called  to  the  following  subjects  for  appropriate  consideration]! 
and  action: 

House  Bill  No.  114,  imposing  a  license  tax  on  cement  manufacturers,  was 
passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  during  the  regular  session.  This  was  vetoed 
by  me  for  the  reason  that  I  considered  the  tax  provided  therein  was  excessive) 
as  compared  with  license  taxes  upon  other  subjects.  I  believe  and  recommend 
that  a  bill  should  be  passed  imposing  an  adequate  tax  on  those  engaged  in  suchj 
industry  in  this  State. 

Senate  Substitute  for  House  Bill  278  imposed  a  license  tax  on  retail  dealers 
in  coal,  cement  and  cement  by-products,  for  the  mining  or  manufacturing  of 
which   no  license  tax  has  been  paid  by  any  mine  operator  or  manufacturer 
under  any  law  of  this  state.    The  rate  contained  in  this  bill,  so  far  as  it  relates  Hi 
to  dealers  in  cement,  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  contained  in  House  Bill  No.W 
114.  and  the  bill  is.  therefore,  subject  to  the  same  objection.    House  Bill  No. w 
112  provides  for  a   license  tax  on  those  engaged  in  mining  coal  in  this  state, 
while  a  law  to  take  the  place  of  House  Bill  No.  114  will  apply  only  to  those! 
engaged  in  manufacturing  cement  and  its  by-products  in  this  state.     In  order 
that    there  may  be  no  discrimination  against  these  two  Montana  industries,  I 
suggest  that  you  enact  a  law  imposing  a  license  tax  on  those  engaged  in  selling 
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I  at  retail,  when  no  mine  operator  in  this  State  has  paid  any  license  tax 
mining  the  same,  and  that  you  also  enact  a  law  imposing  a  License  tax  cm 
sons  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  cement  and  cement  by-products  at 
lil,  when  no  license  tax  for  manufacturing  the  same  lias  been  paid  by  any 
ison  in  this  state,  the  rates  in  such  laws  to  be  the  same  as  imposed  on  those 
aged  in  coal  mining  and  in  manufacturing  cement  in  this  State. 

The  law  requiring  corporations  to  pay  a  license  tax  for  doing  business 
this  state  as  corporations,  Chapter  79,  Session  Laws  1917,  contains  in  its 
visions  a  great  many  uncertainties  and  ambiguities,  some  of  its  provisions 
lg  unintelligible.  It  also  places  the  administration  of  the  law  in  the  State 
asurer.  The  State  Treasurer  is  a  collecting  officer  and  should  not  be  bur- 
ed  with  the  levying  and  assessment  of  license  taxes.  I  therefore  suggest 
i  recommend  that  such  law  be  amended  so  that  its  provisions  will  be  made 
inite  and  certain  and  the  administration  thereof  placed  in  the  State  Board 
Equalization. 

To  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  Message  to  the  regular 
sion  of  the  legislative  assembly,  required  the  preparing  and  drafting  of  a  large 
nber  of  bills.    For  this  purpose  1  employed  Mr.  Frank  W  oody,  who  prepared 
I  drafted  these  bills — some  twenty  in  number.    He  appeared  before  the  sev- 
1  legislative  committees  to  which  such  bills  were  referred  and  aided  and 
ajisted   such   committees  throughout  the  entire  session.     I  believe  that  his 
8  vices  were  of  very  great  value  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  its  commit- 
■3  and  I  feel  that  he  is  entitled  to  receive  some  adequate  compensation  there - 
f .    I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  appropriate  a  reason- 
He  amount  in  payment  for  such  services. 

!  I  also  call  to  your  attention  the  condition  of  the  Capitol  Building.  The 
tjlf  is  in  bad  condition,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  heating  and  plumbing 
■J  in  bad  repair.  There  is  no  insurance  on  either  the  building  or  its  contents. 
fH'ficient  appropriations  should  be  made  to  cover  these  matters  before  ad- 
j  rnment. 

[  I  There  is  also  another  mat  ter  that  snould  be  given  consideration.  While 
jHurly  all  the  other  states  have  provided  by  statute  for  the  election  of  a 
[fflmber  of  the  National  Committee  of  the  different  political  parities,  Montana, 

■U  an  oversight,  has  failed  to  iprovide  any  machinery  for  the  election  of  such 

■clonal  committeeman.     I  believe  action  should  be  taken  in  thi^  matter  before 

;  ournment.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 
The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and  read: 

March  12,  1021. 

The  President  of  the  Senate,  Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  now  in  extraordinary  session, 
is  respectfully  called  to  the  following  subjects  for  appropriate  consideration 
and  action  in  addition  to  those  heretofore  mentioned  in  my  previous  communi- 
cations. 

The  Act  of  Congress,  approved  February  25,  1920,  provides  that  37%  per 
cent  of  the  royalty  from  oil  leases  for  the  federal  government  shall  be  paid 
my  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  the  State,  within  the  boundaries  of  which 
the  leased  lands  are  located. 

It  further  provides  that  such  moneys  shall  be  used  by  the  State  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  public  roads  and  the  support  of  public  schools 
or  other  educational  institutions,  as  the  Legislature  of  the  state  may  direct. 

By  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  143.  which  was  passed  at  the  regular  ses- 
Ision  of  the  Legislature,  it  was  provided  that  one-third  of  these  royalties  should 
I  be  paid  to  the  county  from  which  the  production  is  derived,  one-third  to  be 
[deposited  to  the  general  school  fund  and  one-third  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
|  highway  fund  of  the  state. 

This  bill  I  have  been  compelled  to  return  to  the  Secretary  of  State  with 
i  out  my  approval,  for  the  following  reasons : 

Under  the  constitutional  provision  regarding  the  taxation  of  mines,  which. 
I  includes  oil  production,  the  net  proceeds  tax  already  goes  to  the  county  in  which 
the  oil  is  produced.  The  county  in  which  the  oil  wells  are  situated  also  receives 
Ithe  advalorem  tax  upon  the  physical  property.  It  is  my  very  earnest  conviction 
that  the  counties  where  the  oil  well  may  be  situated,  having  already  received  the 
I  net  proceeds  tax  and  the  advalorem  tax.  should  not  in  addition  thereto  be  al- 
lotted one-third  of  the  royalty  from  the  federal  government.  This  should  go  to 
Ithe  State  as  a  whole. 

Having  been  compelled,  for  these  reasons,  to  veto  House  Bill  143.  it  will 
I  be  necessary  for  you  to  make  further  provision  for  the  distribution  of  this 
i money,  which  will  become  payable  on  July  first  of  the  present  year. 
'  It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  provision  should  also  be  made  instruct 
ling  the  Code  Commissioner  to  include  the  Special  Session  laws  in  the  Revised 
;  Codes  for  1021,  in  order  to  avoid  a  special  volume  for  the  Special  Session 
|  Laws. 

1  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  desirability  of  making  a  small  additional 
I  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  State  School  at  Boulder,

and  for  your  information  L  herewith  transmit  copy  of  the  letter  forwarded  to 
me  by  the  President  of  that  institution,  and  the  members  of  the  local  Board 
of  Control,  which  will  explain  the  immediate  necessity  for  taking  action  in  the 
matter. 

1  have  received,  under  date  of  March  8th,  an  official  communication  from 
the  District  Engineer  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  for  District 
No.  11,  calling  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Montana  Legislature  has  never 
yet  enacted  the  necessary  law  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Road 
Act,  extending  federal  aid  to  the  different  states,  and  that  unless  this  Special 
Session  shall  take  positive  action  in  this  matter,  a  very  serious  question  may 
arise  whether  or  not  Montana  will  be  entitled  to  receive  its  proportionate  pari 
of  the  federal  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  roads.  The  letter  received 
by  me  from  the  United  States  District  Engineer  is  as  follows: 

"Missoula,  Montana,  March  8,  1921. 
Hon.  J.  M.  Dixon,  Governor  of  Montana,  Helena. 
Sir  : 

1  have  today  received  a  letter  from  our  Washington  office,  dated  March  1, 
a  portion  of  which  1  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration,  as  follows: 

'With  reference  to  Senate  Bill  No.  141,  copy  of  which  was  enclosed  with 
your  letter,  it  is  noted  that  Section  9  contains  a  sentence  which  reads  in  part 
as  follows: 

The  State  Highway  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to,  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  State,  assent  to  the  provisions  of  any  Act  of  the  Congress  of  he  United 
States  relative  to  the  aid  or  the  construction  of  any  roads  or  highways  in  the 
State  of  Montana      *      *      *  * 

'While  the  language  quoted  above  is  very  similar  to  that  used  in  the 
original  act  of  assent  passed  by  the  Montana  Legislature  in  1917,  yet  it  is  not 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  Federal  Aid  Road  Act  which  requires  that  the 
Legislature  shall  itself  assent  to  the  provisions  of  the  act.  The  Federal  Aid 
Act  does  not  (provide  for  assent  #n  the  part  of  the  Legislature  through  the  agency 
of  any  state  official  except  that  the  assent  of  the  Governor  was  made  suffi- 
cient until  the  adjournment  of  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  after 
the  passage  of  the  Federal  Aid  Act.  Since  the  bill  is  renewing  the  assent  to 
the  Federal  Aid  Act.  it  is  suggested  that  the  wording  be  changed  so  that  the 
Legislature  will  itself  assent  instead  of  vesting  authority  in  the  State  Highway 
Commission  to  assent.  The  language  quoted  above  is  particularly  objectionable 
in  that  it  leaves  the  question  of  assent  to  the  judgment  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission  and  does  not  direct  that  the  State  Highway  Commission  shall 
assent.  The  Federal  Aid  Road  Act  contemplated  that  the  State  Legislature 
alone  should  exercise  the  judgment  as  to  whether  or  not  the  necessary  assent 
required  of  the  State  should  he  given.  Verv  truly  yours,

It  is  hoped  that  the  suggestion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  may  be  complied 
w  ith  in  order  that  any  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  Federal 
Aid  in   .Montana  may  be  eliminated. 

It  is,  of  course,  well  known  to  you  that  assenting  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal  Aid  Act  imposes  no  obligation  upon  a  state  unjess  and  until  Federal 
Aid  is  specifically  requested,  and  the  rewording  of  the  section  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Wilson  can  in  no  way  involve  the  State  in  any  procedure  contrary  to  its 
desires.  It  would  seem  necessary,  however,  that  any  action  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature looking  toward  the  co-operation  of  the  Federal  Government  in  the  con- 
struction of  highways  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Road 
Act. 

In  this  connection,  your  attention  is  directed  to  a  portion  of  Section  1  of 
said  Act.  reading  as  folloAVS: 

<  *  *  *  *  *  but  no  money  apportioned  under  this  Act  to  any 
State  shall  be  expended  therein  until  its  Legislature  shall  have  assented  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.'  Very  truly  yours,

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There  is  another  matter  that  I  would  call  to  your  attention.  Several  of 
the  appropriation  bills,  as  passed  by  you  at  the  Regular  Session  probably  do 
not  conform  to  the  constitutional  requirements  regarding  itemizing  of  the  different 
sums  appropriated  for  specific  purposes,  several  of  the  appropriation  items  being 
for  lump  sums  covering  several  specific  things. 

To  cure  these  defects  in  these  appropriation  bills,  1  suggest  the  propriety 
of  supplemental  legislation  regarding  them.  Probably  an  amendment  to  the 
Dudgel  law  passed  by  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly  covering  appropria- 
tion bills  of  this  kind  would  fully  cover  the  present  defect  in  the  appropriation 
bills  passed  at  the  Regular  Session. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  following  claims  against 
the  Slate  were  not  covered  in  the  deficiency  appropriation  bills  passed  at  the 
Regular  Session: 

Fuel  for  the  Capitol  Building   $  6,325.00 

Expenses  of  district  judges   650.00 

Expenses  of  Board  of  Terminal  Elevator  Managers   2,756.00 

Requisition   of   prisoners----   633.93 

Unless  these  items  are  appropriated  for  at  this  Session,  the  various  claim- 
ants will  be  compelled  to  wait  two  additional  years  for  payment.

Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon.  Helena.  Montana. 
Dear  Governor: 

The  State  School  at  Boulder  has  now  approximately  225  students  and  a 
corps  of  about  50  supervisors,  laborers  and  so  on.  The  attendance  will  doubt- 
less increase  as  time  goes  on,  the  institution  now  having  over  500  on  the  waiting 
list.  < 

The  State  houses  and  cares  for  all  the  students  and  the  great  majority  of 
the  teachers. 

We  have  attempted  up  to  the  present  moment  to  produce  our  own  meat, 
vegetables,  butter  and  other  farm  produce,  but  have  not  sufficient  proper  soil  to 
do  so  and  must  have  additional  land. 

The  State  now  owns  and  operates  as  a  part  of  this  institution  a  river- 
bottom  ranch,  cut  up  hither  anl  thither  by  the  Boulder  River  into  little  parks 
and  patches  of  brush  and  waste  laud,  the  soil  of  which  is  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  Impregnated  with  copper  tailings  from  the  Basin  Reduction  Works,  thus 
rendering  it  to  a  large  extent  worthless  as  a  productive  property.  Only  native 
grasses  good  for  pasture  and  some  wild  hay  in  the  most  favored  spots,  grow 
on  this  land.  It  is  almost  wholly  worthless  as  a  place  on  which  to  raise  alfal- 
fa, vegetables  and  silo  filling. 

The  State  now  owns  about  100  head  llolstein  cattle,  22  head  of  horses,  80 
liogs  and  all  necessary  poultry-  all  these  for  the  use  of  the  institution.  This 
is  cpiite  sufficient  at  present,  but  must  be  increased  as  the  institution  glows. 
Nevertheless,  even  now  we  have  to  purchase  about  SO  per  cent  of  our  stock 
feed  and  about  50  per  cent  of  our  table  vegetables. 

On  this  ranch  the  State  maintains  at  present  23  Colony  boys  and  about  12 
boys  in  the  F.  M.  school,  that  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  transferred  to  the 
ranch.  All  are  matured  men  and  nearly  all  able  bodied.  These  men.  for  their 
own  benefit,  must  be  employed  and  taught  the  art  of  fanning,  gardening,  etc.. 
and  with  a  suitable  ranch  will  not  only  be  self-sustaining,  but  will  sustain  the 
whole  institution  by  furnishing  to  it  milk,  cream,  butter,  vegetables,  fruits,  beef, 
pork.  etc. 

The  institution  has  sufficient  machinery,  tools,  implements,  etc..  to  employ 
all  its  boys  and  work  additional  lands,  also  ample  horse  barns,  poultry  and  hog 
houses,  machine  sheds,  granaries,  root  houses,  etc..  to  carry  on  additional  farming 
and  preserve  all  necessary  produce. 

A  year  and  a  half  ago  the  management  procured  option  on  two  contiguous 
tracts  of  land  lying  just  across  the  road  from  the  aforesaid  ranch,  consideration 
$20,000.    These  tracts  of  land,  surveys  and  blueprints  of  which  are  now   in  the 
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office  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  comprises  about  800  acres  in  all.  of  which 
about  450  acres  is  arable  land  under  ditch. 

Appurtenant  to  one  of  these  tracts  of  land  is  an  old  decreed  water  rig™ 
with  canal  sufficient  for  all  purposes.  This  canal  is  so  situated  that  its  waters 
are  available  for  use  on  both  these  tracts  of  land. 

The  motive  for  buying  both  tracts  of  land  is  that  the  water  right  is  appur- 
tenant to  the  one  which  would  be  the  least  valuable  for  farming  purposes. 

The  Legislature  has  allowed  $10,000  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  for 
additional  lands.  We  must  have  $20,000  in  all.  to  be  in  position  to  exercise  the 
option  aforesaid,  as  one  of  these  tracts  of  lands  is  useless  without  the  other. 
We  therefore  pray  you  to  prevail  upon  the  Legislature  to  make  a, further  and 
additional  appropriation  of  $10,000.

The  President  of  the  tSenate,  Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  regular  session,  and  also  on  th*  convening  of  the 
'present  session.  I  called  to  your  attention  the  importance  of  providing  a  better 
system  of  law  enforcement  for  the  suppression  of  illegal  traffic  in  intoxicating 
liquors.  The  more  the  matter  has  been  discussed,  during  both  the  regular  and 
special  sessions,  the  more  firmly  has  the  belief  been  fixed  in  my  own  mind  that 
if  we  are  to  accomplish  real  results  in  the  matter  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
present  admitted  violations  of  the  liquor  laws  in  this  state,  we  will  have  to  make 
the  state  laws  concurrent  with  that  part  of  the  Federal  Code  known  as  the 
Volstead  Act. 

In  my  own  judgment  there  has  been  a  lot  of  wasted  energy  on  the  part  of 
the  law  enforcement  officers  on  acount  of  the  divergence  between  the  federal 
and  the  state  liquor  laws. 

It  is  also  my  belief  that  the  sooner  the  federal  and  state  statutes  are  brought 
into  concurrent  action,  the  quicker  will  we  arrive  at  positive  results  looking  to 
real  law  enforcement  in  Montana. 

After  consultation  with  many  good  citizens,  including  judges,  prosecuting 
attorneys  and  peace  officers.  I  am  satisfied  that  in  making  the  Montana  enforce- 
ment law  concurrent  with  the  federal  Volstead  Act,  we  will  have  taken  the  one 
practical  course  open  to  us  for  the  suppression  of  "bootlegging"  in  Montana. 
I  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  taking  immediate  action  in  this  most  im- 
portant matter. 

In  the  same  connection  it  seems  to  me  that  another  forward  step  could  be 
taken  in  the  matter  of  law  enforcement  if  this  Legislature  would  at  the  same 
time  repeal  an  Act  of  the  Fourteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  permitting  public 
dance  halls  to  be  kept  open  on  Sunday. 

I  also  again  call  to  your  attention  the  importance  of  detaching  a  sufficient 
number  of  counties  from  the  Second  Congressional  District  and  attaching  the 
same  to  the  First  Congressional  District  in  order  to  adjust  the  great  discrepancy 
in  voting  power  and  territorial  extent  between  the  two  congressional  districts 
as  now  constituted. 

At  the  recent  election,  there  were  cast  for  congressman  in  the  First  District 
59.417  votes,  and  in  the  Second  District  105.G80  votes.  There  can  be  no  increase 
in  Montana's  quota  in  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Washington  until  after  the 
census  of  1030.  Surely  this  heavily  unbalanced  proportion  in  the  papulation 
of  the  First  and  Second  Congressional  Districts  should  be  remedied  at  this  time.

The  State  Treasurer  has  just  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  Senate  Billi 
222,  as  passed  and  signed  by  me.  providing  seven  per  cent  interest  on  State  war- 
rants registered  between  March  first,  1921,  and  January  first,  1922.  is  so  worded' 
that  interest  will  have  to  be  paid  on  them  so  long  as  the  holders  thereof  feel  in- 
clined to  hold  them  for  investment.  I  am  sure  that  this  was  not  the  legislative 
intent.  The  letter  from  the  State  Treasurer  to  me,  calling  my  attention  to  thef 
matter,  is  as  follows  :

Hon.  Jos.  M.  Dixon.  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Helena,  Montana. 
Dear  Governor : 

I  am  just  in  receipt  of  a  certified  copy  of  Senate  Bill  No.  222.  introduced  by 
Hazelbaker  and  Paul  : 

"An  Act  amending  Section  181  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
1907.    Relating  to  the  Registry  and  interest  on  State  Warrants." 

Under  previous  conditions,  interest  cased  on  all  warrants  upon  the  date  of  the 
call  for  ipayment  by  the  State  Treasurer,  but  this  bill  provides  that  all  General 
Fund  Warants,  registered  between  March  first,  1921,  and  January  first,  1922, 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  (7)  per  cent  per  annum  until  paid.  This,; 
I  believe,  would  allow  holders  of  these  warrants  to  demand  interest  at  the  rate 
of  seven  (7)  per  cent  until  they  were  presented  for  payment,  and  could  be  held 
indefinitely.  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  you  call  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature  in  Special  Session  assembled  requesting  that  the  last  clause  in  Sec- 
tion 181  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

'Provided,  however,  that  all  warrants  so  registered  and  endorsed  between  the 
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it  day  of  March,  1921,  and  the  first  day  of  January.  V.)T2,  shall  bear  interest 
he  rate  of  seven  (7)  per  cent  per  annum  until  called  for  payment,  afler  which 
<  >,  interest  shall  cease.''

For  your  information,  I  would  say  that  I  have  received  the  following  com- 
munication from  Chief  Justice  Brantly  of  the  iSupreme  Court,  calling  my  atten- 
tion to  the  failure  of  sufficient  appropriation  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Law 
Library  during  the  next  two  years,  his  letter  being  as  follows : 

Helena,  Montana,  March  16,  1921. 
"To  the  Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon,  Governor  of  Montana. 
Sir: 

I  herewith  transmit  a  letter  submitted  to  the  Law  Library  Board  by  Mr.  Bar- 
bour, the  State  Law  Librarian.  He  has  investigated  the  appropriation  bills,  pro- 
viding for  the  conduct  of  the  Law  Library  during  the  next  thirty  months  and  also 
has  investigated  the  average  returns  derived  from  attorneys'  license  fees  and  the 
fees  for  examining  attorneys  for  admission  to  the  Bar. 

His  letter  will  show  that  the  amount  of  money  which  will  reach  the  Law 
Library  Fund,  from  which  all  of  the  appropriations  for  the  Law  Library  have 
been  made,  will  fall  approximately  $9,000.00  short  during  the  next  thirty  months 
period.  This  matter  will  have  to  be  attended  to  by  the  Legislature  or  the  De- 
partment cannot  be  conducted  during  all  of  that  period. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  you  the  submission  of  this  matter  to  the  Extra- 
ordinarv  Session  by  your  Excellency.

I  have  also  received  the  following  communication  from  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  State,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  appropriation  having  been  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Commission  to  relieve  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  over-burdened  condition  of  its  calendar,  the  Com  mission  will  be 
unable  to  function,  his  letter  being  as  follows: 
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"Helena,  Montana,  March  17.  1921. 
To  the  Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon,  Governor  of  Montana. 
Sir: 

It  has  been  called  to  my  attention  that  Senate  Bill  No.  211,  enacted  at  the 
regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  provide  for  a 
Commission  to  relieve  the  Supreme  Court  from  the  overburdened  condition  of  its 
calendar,  does  not  carry  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Coml 
missioners  while  they  are  in  service,  nor  for  tTie  salary  of  a  stenographer,  which 
will  be  necessary  while  they  are  at  work.  The  lack  of  an  appropriation  will" 
render  the  Act  entirely  inoperative  because  the  Commissioners  cannot  be  required 
to  defray  their  own  expenses. 

I  call  attention  to  this  for  the  reason  that  provision  may  be  made  by  the 
Extraordinary  Session  before  it  adjourns,  if  it  is  so  advised.

I  have  also  received  the  following  letter  from  the  Code  Cimmissioner,  which 

is  self-explanatory: 

"Helena,  Montana,  March  10,  1921. 
Hon.  Joseph  M.  Dixon,  Governor  of  Montana. 
Dear  Sir: 

In  going  over  the  acts  of  the  regular  session  of  1921,  I  find  the  following 
situation: 

Chapter  21  was  defined  in  the  title  as  an  Act  'Amending  Section  10  of  th& 
Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907,  relating  to  legal  holidays,  and  repealing  Sec- 
tions 0217,  0218,  8005  and  8000  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1907,  and  all 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  therewith.' 

The  bill,  as  I  originally  drew  it,  contained  a  repealing  clause  in  accordance 
with  the  title.  It  also  contained  a  section  providing  when  the  Act  should  take 
effect.  The  Senate,  in  pursuance  of  its  universal  custom  of  striking  out  all 
these  clauses  defining  the  effective  date  of  acts,  attempted  to  amend  the  bill  by 
striking  out  the  last  mentioned  section.  However,  through  inadvertence,  they 
struck  out  the  repealing  clause  instead,  with  the  result  that  Sections  0217,  0218. 
8005  and  8000  are  still  in  force  and  effect. 

The  matter  is  not  one  of  great  importance,  as  the  above  sections  define 
legal  holidays  and  business  days.  However,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  have 
these  sections  eliminated  from  the  new  code  in  accordance  with  the  original  plan 
of  the  bill. 

In  case  it  is  your  intention  to  address  any  further  message  to  the  assembly, 
relative  to  legislation,  I  respectfully  submit  the  accompanying  bill,  and  suggest 
the  propriety  of  authorizing  the  Legislature  to  repeal  such  sections  of  the  Re- 
vised Codes  of  1907  relating  to  legal  holidays  and  business  days  as  are  in  conflict 
with  Chapter  21  of  the  Acts  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly.

17,  introduced  by  Felton,  being  a  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  providing 
for  the  disposition  and  use  of  moneys  derived  from  bonuses,  royalties,  and 
rentals  paid  into  the  Treasury  rf  the  United  States  on  accounts  of  ;:  runts  or 
leases  granted  by  the  United  States  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
February  25,  1920  (Public  No.  146)  and  paid  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Montana",  having  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recommend  that  the  amendment  to  H.  B.

at  the  time  of  making  such  appointments,  notify  the  County  Superintendent  of 
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Schools  of'  each  county  of  the  amount  of  such  fund  which  has  been  appor- 
tioned and  distributed  to  his  respective  county.  Within  ten  days  after  receiving 
such  notice  each  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  must  apportion  such  amounl 
in  the  following  manner  to-wit :  S>ty  per  centum  (60%)  thereof  shall  be 
apportioned  to  each  school  district,  district  high  school  and  county  high  school 
in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  teaching  positions  in  which  teachers  were 
employed  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  months  during-  the  last  calendar 
year,  for  which  the  statement  and  certificate  was  last  made  and  filed  with  the 
State  Treasurer  by  such  County  Superintendent,  in  each  such  school  district, 
district  high  school  and  county  high  school;  thirty-five  per  centum  (35%)  there- 
of shall  be  apportioned  to  each  school  district,  district  high  school  and  county 
high  school  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  number  of  days  attendance  of  all  pu- 
pils who  attended  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  weeks  during  the  aforesaid 
calendar  year  in  each  and  every  school  district,  district  high  school  and  county 
high  school;  and  five  per  centum  (5%)  thereof  to  be  apportioned  to  each  dis- 
trict high  school  and  county  high  school  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  number 
of  years  of  accredited  high  school  work  of  each  district  high  school  and  county 
high  school  during  the  last  preceding  calendar  year  aforesaid,  in  each  such  dis- 
trict high  school  and  county  high  school.  Immediately  after  making  such  appor- 
tionment the  county  superinendent  of  schools  must  file  with  the  County  Treas- 
urer a  statement  and  certificate  showing  the  total  amount  apportioned  to  each 
school  district,  district  high  school  and  county  high  school,  and  the  County 
Treasurer  must  immediately  after  receiving  such  statement  and  certificate,  de- 
posit to  the  credit  of  each  district  school,  district  high  school  and  county  high 
school  fund  the  amount  to  which  each  is  entitled  as  shown  by  such  statement 
and  certificate."

"Section  2.  The  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  each  county  in  the 
state  must,  between  the  15th  day  of  April  and  the  1st  day  of  May  in  each  year, 
make  and  file  with  the  State  Treasurer  a  statement  and  certificate  showing  the 
total  number  of  teaching  positions  in  which  teachers  were  employed  for  a  period 
of  at  least  six  months,  during  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  imme- 
diately preceding,  in  all  of  the  public  schools  in  such  county,  including  kinder- 
garten, primary,  grade,  district  high  and  county  high  schools;  provided*,  how- 
ever, that  if  during  such  celendar  year,  or  thereafter  and  before  the  making 
of  such  statement  and  certificate,  any  portion  of  a  county  has  been  detached 
from  such  county  and  attached  to  another  county,  or  has  been  detached  from 
such  county  and  included  in  a  new  comity,  the  number  of  such  teaching  positions 
within  that  portion  of  such  county  so  detached  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
statement  and  certificate  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  such 
county,  but  the  same  shall  be  included  in  the  statement  and  certificate  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  to  which  the  portion  of  such 
county  has  been  attached,  or  in  the  statement  and  certificate  of  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  new  county." 
Re-number  Section  2  to  read  "Section  3." 

And  as  so  amended,  your  committee  recommend  that  said  Mil  be  concurred 

in.

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  NO.  2. 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  8  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative 
Assembly  approved  by  the  Governor  on  February  24th.  1921,  directs  the  State 
Highway  Commission  to  refrain  from  making  any  contracts  of  any  kind  or  char- 
acter for  further  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  within  the  State  of  Montana; 
and 

WHEREAS  at  the  time  said  Resolution  was  passed  and  approved,  the 
Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  had  before  it  for  consideration  a  certain  bill 
providing  for  the  re-organization  of  the  State  Highway  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  bill  was  subsequently  passed  and  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  the  re-organization  of  the  Highway  Department,  effective  May  1st. 
provided  for. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  Extraordin- 
ary Session  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring,  that  S.  J.  R.  No.  8  has  served  and  accomplished  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  intended  and  that  the  restrictions  and  restraint  therein  imposed 
upon  the  State  Highway  Commission  be  and  are  hereby  removed  and  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  Resolution  rescinded,  provided,  however,  no  new  contracts 
for  road  or  bridge  projects  shall  be  let  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  until 
after  April  1st.  1921. ' 

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 
The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and  read: 
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The  President  of  the  Senate,  Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana. 

It  is  with  reluctance  that  I  am  forced  to  call  to  your  attention,  in  tin- 
hope  that  the  matter  may  be  remedied  before  adjournment,  to  the  provisions 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  108. 

''An  Act  requiring  a  petition  of  20  per  cent  of  the  qualified  electors  who 
are  taxpayers  to  authorize  the  voting  upon  the  issuance  of  any  school,  town, 
city  or  county  bonds,  and  providing  who  are  entitled  to  vote  thereon". 

My  own  attention  has  been  called  to  the  matter  by  one  of  the  recognized 
authorities  on  bond  issues  in  a  communication,  a  part  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Some  of  our  attorneys  who  have  passed  a  great  number  of  Montana  county 
|  bonds  call  attention  to  a  possible  conflict  between  this  bill  and  Article  XIII, 
Section  5  of  the  State  Constitution  which  forbids  the  creation  of  a  county  debt 
to  exceed  $10,000  for  a  single  purpose  'without  the  approval  of  the  majority 
of  the  electors  thereof.'  This  constitutional  provision  requires  that  a  majority 
of  the  electors  of  the  county  must  approve  county  bond  issues.  Electors,  as 
generally  used,  means  those  possessing  the  qualifications  necessary  to  vote  at 
general  elections. 

"A  very  serious  question  arises  as  to  whether,  for  the  purpose  of  county 
bond  elections,  the  Legislature  has  a  right  to  limit  such  elections  to  'only  qual- 
ified registered  electors  who  are  taxpayers  upon  property  therein  and  whose 
names  appear  on  the  assessment  rolls  for  the  year  next  preceding  such  election.' 
This  is  a  limited  class  and  a  very  serious  question  arises  as  to  whether  this 
limited  class  constitutes  'electors'  of  the  county  as  referred  to  in  Article  XITI  of 
i  the  Constitution. 

"Very  great  embarrassment  to  the  State  might  result  from  leaving  this 
law  in  the  present  shape.  It  will  at  least  be  necessary  to  carry  a  test  case  to 
the  Supreme  Court  and  there  determine  whether  or  not  Section  2  is  valid  as 

I  applied  to  counties.  For  that  reason  would  it  not  be  better  for  the  present 
Legislature  to  amend  Section  2.  Chapter  108,  by  striking  out  the  word  'county' 
and  placing  the  word  'or'  before  'city'?  This  would  have  the  result  of  leaving 
the  requirement  for  a  petition  in  the  case  of  all  the  municipalities,  as  we  know 
of  no  constitutional  objection  to  that  and  it  would  limit  school  district,  town  and 
city  elections  to  'tax-paying  electors'.    But  it  would  leave  the  rule  on  county 

:  bond  elections  as  it  is  now." 

Should  the  foregoing  suggested  error  in  the  Act  in  question  be  found,  upon 
review  by  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be  well  founded,  the  inevitable  result  will  be

Uut  of  abundant  precaution,  I  am  now  submitting  the  matter  to  you  for 
j  such  action  as  in  your  judgment  you  deem  proper. 

There  is  another  matter  that  I  feel  should  be  called  to  your  attention.  I 
have  recently  ascertained  that  for  the  year  1920  the  tax  levies  in  Montana  were 
made  upon  the  following  basis  of  assessment:

I  am  satisfied  that  real  estate,  including  farms,  residences  and  other  town 
and  city  real  estate  is  carrying  far  in  excess  of  its  proportionate  share  of  the 
burden  of  government,  as  measured  by  its  earning  capacity.  In  order  to  better 
equalize  the  burden,  1  would  now  recommend  to  your  earnest  consideration  a 
new  classification  of  the  present  classification  law  by  the  addition  of  a  new 
;  section,  under  which  all  lands  will  be  assessed  for  taxation  at  25  per  centum  in 
lieu  of  the  30  per  centum  now  provided. 

I  am  so  satisfied  that  these  intricate  and  far-reaching  questions  of  the 
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equitable  adjustment  of  the  tax  burden  can  never  be  solved  without  the  aid  of 
a  permanent  tax  commission.  One  of  the  stock  arguments  against  the  creation 
of  tin'  necessary  machinery  to  enable  the  Board  of  Equalization  to  properly 
function  in  the  matter,  through  a  tax  commission  created  by  the  legislative 
action,  lias  been  that  "the  people  voted  against  it  at  the  last  election."  It  is  my] 
own  judgment  that  with  the  little  publicity  that  was  given  to  the  matter  at  the' 
last  election,  the  great  mass  of  the  voters  had  no  possible  information  regarding 
its  merits  or  demerits. 

In  older  to  give  the  people  themselves  the.  right  to  pass  on  this  important 
matter  at  the  next  regular  election,  when  there  will  not  be  the  confusion  of 
issues  as  there  was  at  the  last  election,  when  eleven  different  measures  were 
submitted  at  one  time.  I  now  suggest  that  you  submit  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment upon  the  question  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  coming  general  election. 

There  is  another  matter  that  confronts  us  in  a  most  serious  way.  I  refer 
to  the  matter  of  obtaining  ready  money  with  which  to  carry  on  the  state  gov- 
ernment during  the  coming  biennium. 

The  burden  of  carrying  state  warrants  should  not  be  put  upon  the  banking 
credit  of  the  state  at  this  time.  All  of  these  resouces  should  be  devoted  to 
financing  the  farming,  the  stock  interests  and  the  mercantile  business  of  the 
state. 

I  believe  it  to  be  possible  at  this  time  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  shoffl 
term  state  certificates,  with  the  revenues  of  the  state  pledged  to  their  redemp- 
tion, so  that  we  may  immediately  be  relieved  from  the  present  embarrassment 
that  confronts  the  State  Treasury. 

Under  this  arrangement,  I  believe  great  good  can  be  accomplished,  and  I 
urge  immediate  action  in  the  matter,  so  that  the  work  of  this  special  session  ran 
be  brought  to  a  quick  conclusion.

for  the  subscriber,  to  be  used  only  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  such  com- 
pany after  having  been  licensed  and  authorized  therefor  by  proper  authority.'

on  the  day  so  designated  in  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  assessment,  instead 
of  upon  the  basis  of  the  net  income  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of 
assessment,  and  it  shall  give  notice  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  the 
day  it  has  thus  designated  as  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year,  at  any  time  not  less 
than  thirty  days  after  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  in  which  its  return 
would  be  filed  if  made  upon  the  basis  of  the  calendar  year. 

'Every  corporation  subject  to  the  license  fee  herein  imposed  shall,  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  or  for  its  fiscal  year  selected  under 
the  provisions  hereof,  in  each  year  hereafter,  beginning  with  the  year  1917, 
reiuler  a  true  and  accurate  return  of  its  annual  net  income  in  the  manner  and 
form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  and  containing  such 
facts,  data,  and  information  as  are  appropriate,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  necessary  to  determine  the  correctness  of  the  net  income 
return,  and  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing 
the  license  fee  to  be  paid  for  the  year  1917,  every  corporation  subject  to  the 
license  fee  herein  imposed  shall  make  the  required  return  as  to  its  annual  net 
income  for  the  year  1916  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May,  1917.  The  return 
shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  President,  Vice  President  or  other  principal  officer, 
and  by  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March  in  each  year,  except 
the  year  1917.  when  it  shall  be  filed  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May.  In  cases 
wherein  receivers,  trustees  in  bankruptcy,  or  assignees  are  operating  the  prop- 
erty for  business  of  the  corporation  subject  to  the  license  fee  imposed  by  this 
act,  such  receiver,  trustee,  or  assignee  shall  make  the  return  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  form  as  such  corporation  is  hereinbefore  required  to  make  return,  and 
any  license  fee  due  on  the  basis  of  such  returns  made  by  the  receiver,  trustee

WHEREAS,  a  critical  situation  exists  in  much  of  that  territory  within 
the  States  of  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washing-ton.  in  that  within 
this  territory  there  are  large  numbers  of  farmers  who,  in  the  aggregate,  have 
millions  of  acres  under  cultivation,  but  who  have  not  sufficient  seed  and  feed 
for  the  spring  planting  of  1921;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  farmers  of  said  states  demonstrated  their  loyalty  to  the 
Government  during  the  late  war  by  producing  food  products  to  the  limit  of 
their  ability,  at  less  than  cost,  owing  to  drought  and  insects  and  high  cost  of 
labor;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  insure  the  best  results  from  the  forthcoming  harvest, 
seed  and  feed  should  be  provided  said  farmers;  and 

WHEREAS,  owing  to  the  present  financial  depression  existing  throughout 
the  entire  country,  it  is  not  possible  for  the  banks  or  the  counties  of  the  said 
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state*  to  arrange  for  furnishing  the  necessary  seed  and  feed  to  said  fanners; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  a  loan- of  $2,0O0,O0Ojl 
to  said  farmers  is  wholly  inadequate  and  insufficient  to  supply  such  necessary 
seed  and  feed;  and 

WHERMAiS,  unless  Federal  Aid  is  forthcoming,  millions  of  productive  acres 
of  land  of  said  states  will  not  be  cropped  during  the  year  1921,  when  the  pro 
duction  of  agricultural  products  is  recognized  as  a  factor  of  most  vital  import- 
ance to  the  welfare  of  the  nation  and  the  world; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  HE  IT  RESOLVED,  By  the  Senate  of  the  Seventeenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  in  Extraordinary  Session,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring  that  we  do  hereby'  memorialize  Congress 
of  the  Lnited  States,  and  respectfully  urge  that  Congress  take  immediate  action 
toward  furnishing  the  means  whereby  the  farmers  in  said  states  may  be  pro- 
vided with  additional  Federal  Aid.  to  the  end  that  they  may  receive  sufficient 
seed  and  feed  to  plant  a  normal  acreage  for  the  season  of  1921;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  forthwith 
transmit  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  tin- 
House  of  Representatives,  and  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  the 
State  of  Montana  in  Congress.

The  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  has  this  day  called  my 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  made  for  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  Industrial  Accident  Board  for  the  ensuing  two  years  has  been  made  from 
"the  Industrial  Accident  Fund,"  which  is  a  trust  fund  that  cannot  be  diminished. 
1  apprehend  that  the  wording  in  question  was  used  inadvertently  and  by  mis- 
take. Under  the  circumstances,  a  very  serious  situation  confronts  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  entire  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  which  might  leave  it  inopera- 
tive dming  the  coming  two  years.  J  herewith  transmit  letter  from  Mr.  Spriggs] 
Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  which  is  self-explanatory, 

I  call  this  to  your  attention  for  such  action  as  yon  may  deem  proper.

Dear  Governor: 

Referring  to  House  Bill  No.  270.  introduced  by  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, with  special,  reference  to  the  clause  covering  the  appropriation  for  the 
Industrial  Accident  Board  for  the  year  commencing  July  ].  1921,  and  ending 
June  30,  1«)22.  we  find  the  following: 

"For  the  payment  of  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  to  be  paid  from  the  Industrial  Accident  Fund.  Thirty 

Thousand  Dollars   $30,000.'" 

The  provision  "from  the  Industrial  Accident  Fund"  is  an  error,  likely  of 
clerical  origin,  as  this  is  a  trust  fund  and  the  word  "Accident"  should  be  substi- 
tuted by  the  word  "Administrative"  to  the  end  that  the  paragraph,  mentioned 
may  read  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  to  be  paid  from  the  Industrial  Administrative  Fund, 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  $30,000." 

It  may  be  possible  for  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  to  interpret  this  ac- 
cording to  its  intent  as  the  Industrial  Administrative  Fund"  and  if  so,  no 
change  in  the  measure  will  be  necessary.  The  bill  as  originally  introduced,  as 
well  as  the  printed  copies  thereof,  show  this  to  read  "Industrial  Administrative 
Fund"  thereby  indicating  clearly  that  the  mistake  has  occurred  in  the  engross- 
ing or  enrolling  of  the  bill.  Tin1  error  has  occurred  in  using  the  word  "Accident" 
instead  of  the  word  "Administrative."  If  the  Board  of  Examiners  cannot  inter- 
pret this  to  mean  "Administrative  Fund"  instead  of  "Accident  Fund",  then  a 
correction  is  necessary,  providing  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  is  to  function 
during  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1921  to  June  30.  1922.

during  the  regular  session  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly,  an  arrange- 
ment had  been  made  by  an  oil  lobbyist  "with  the  opponents  of  the  Tax  Com- 
mission Bill  in  the  Senate"  for  a  trade  of  five  votes  against  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion Bill  in  exchange  for  five  votes  for  one  per  cent  tax  on  oil,  hereby  report  as 
follows :

Thereafter,  the  committee  held  public  hearings  and  examined  all  of 
the  witnesses  who  were  present  on  the  occasion  referred  to  in  the  Governor's 
said  message,  and  also  a  witness  who  testified  respecting  a  conversation  had 
with  one  of  said  witnesses;  and  also  examined  the  Assistant  Journal  Clerk  of 
the  Senate.  In  said  hearings  your  committee  was  assisted  by  Honorable  Well- 
ington D.  Rankin,  the  Attorney  General  of  Montana,  and  by  the  County  Attor- 
ney of  the  County  of  Lewis  and  Clark.  The  Attorney  General,  after  the  intro- 
duction of  all  evidence,  submitted  a  report  of  his  views  of  the  evidence,  and  such 
report  is  annexed  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  the  report  of  your  committee. 

The  examination  made  by  your  committee  was  as  full  and  exhaustive  as  it 
was  possible  to  make  it,  and  from  such  examination,  and  after  carefulty  con- 
sidering all  of  the  evidence  adduced,  your  committee  finds  as  follows: 

First:  That  the  statement  made  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  in  his  said 
message,  relative  to  an  arrangement  made  for  a  trade  of  votes,  was  based  abso- 
lutely upon  Jiearsay. 

Second:  That  from  all  the  proof  submitted,  there  is  no  substantiation  of 
the  charge  that  votes  were  either  traded,  exchanged,  or  in  any  way  bartered  or 
delivered,  either  to  secure  the  one  per  cent  oil  tax,  or  to  defeat  the  tax  com- 
mission measure,  or  that  there  was  an  exchange  or  delivery  of  votes  either  for 
or  against  any  measure  considered  in  the  Senate  at  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Seventeenth  Legislative  Assemblv.

Mr.  President:  March  22,  1021. 

I  am  directed  by  the  House  to  transmit  to  your  Honorable  Body  a  com- 
plete text  of  the  Report  of  the  Investigating  Committee  with  reference  to  the 
allegation  that  certain  vote-trading  had  been  made  in  the  House  and  Senate, 
contained  in  the  statement  of  some  person  made  in  the  Tea  Room  in  the  North- 
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ern  Hotel  in  Billings.  The  full  report,  which  was  this  day  adopted  in  the  Uoux- 
is  as  follows: 

We,  your  committee  appointed  by  the  House  to  consider  the  statement 
made  in  the  message  of  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
read  to  the  -Joint  Assembly  at  the  opening  of  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the 
Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly,  wherein  it  was  stated  that  he  had  been  in- 
formed that  a  statement  had  been  made  in  the  tea  room  of  the  Northern  Hotel 
in  the  City  of  Hillings  by  some  one  connected  with  the  oil  lobby,  that: 

'Tn  order  to  defeat  the  proposed  3  per  cent  rate  on  oil,  I  arranged  a  trade 
with  the  opponents  of  the  tax  dommission  bill  in  the  Senate,  and  traded  five 
votes  against  a  tax  commission  bill  in  exchange  for  five  votes  for  a  1  per  cent 
oil  tax." 

And  whereas,  upon  witnesses  being  summoned  before  the  Senate  investiga- 
tion Committee  having  under  consideration  that  portion  of  the  Governor's  mes- 
sage, it  further  appears  from  the  testimony  of  C.  W.  Fowler,  sworn  witness, 
that  Thomas  Arthur  had  stated  in  the  tea-room  of  the  Northern  Hotel,  City  of 
Billings  that: 

"In  order  to  protect  ourselves  from  this  3  per  cent  oil  tax,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  us  to  deliver  some  votes  in  the  Senate  and  some  in  the  House  against 
the  tax  commission  bill"  and  that  he  further  said  that  "'They  asked  us  how 
many  we  could  deliver  and  we  said  five  in  the  Senate  and  nine  in  the  House 
against  the  tax  commission  measure." 

In  the  testimony  of  F.  B.  M.  Collins,  he  stated  that  he  heard  Mr.  Arthur  make 
the  statement  'Tn  order  to  protect  ourselves  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  deliver 
five  votes  in  the  Senate  and  nine  in  the  House"  and  that  he  made  the  further 
statement  to  the  effect  that  "we  were  in  a  position  where  our  interests  were  in 
danger  of  being  crucified,  when  they  came  to  me,  asking  me  how  many  votes  1 
could  deliver  against  some  measure.  He  named  the  measure  and  I  said  we 
would  deliver  five,  and  I  think  he  added  the  statement  that  we  did  so  to  pro- 
tect ourselves  from  being  crucified  a1  that  time." 

It  was  testified  by  the  witness.  J.  L.  Alford,  that  Mr.  Arthur  said  "I  will 
tell  you  gentlemen  how  we  did  it."  Me  said.  "1  told  them  that  I  had  five  votes 
that  1  could  deliver"  and  they  said  "all  right,  if  these  five  votes  were  not  men 
that  were  already  with  them  that  they  were  ready  to  do  business."  He  said  I 
told  them  also  that  I  would  give  them  the  names  of  the  five  men  and  if  our 
five  men  did  not  come  through  as  1  said  they  would,  they  would  not  need  to 
deliver  the  goods,  or  words  to  that  effect.  He  said,  if  our  five  men  did  not  come 
through  as  1  said,  that  would  end  the  matter  and  they  would  not  need  to  de- 
liver the  goods.  !  turned  to  Mr.  Arthur  and  said,  "Do  you  mean  to  tell  me 
that  you  have, — lie  said  further  during  his  statement  that  there  were  nine  votes 
in  the  House  that  they  controlled.  1  asked  him  if  he  meant  to  say  that  he  had 
five  votes  in  the  Senate  and  nine  in  the  House  of  this  Assembly  in  his  pocket 
that  he  could  control  and  deliver  or  get.    He  said,  yes,  by  God,  we  have. 

Witness  Alford  testified  Mr.  Arthur  said  at  the  time  that  "We  have  got 
•Toe  Dixon  where  we  can  crucify  him  and  by  God  we'll  do  it." 

Mr.  Walter  L.  Clark  testified  that  he  remembered  being  present  at  the 
meeting,  but  did  not  remember  anything  being  said  about  nine  votes  and  said, 
"J  do  remember  something  about  five  votes,  but  I  could  not  tell  you  what  was 
said  in  regard  to  that.  It  was  just  something  about  five  votes  being  short  in 
one  measure,  and  five  votes  for  this  oil  measure,  as  I  understand  it,  and  five 
Aotes  for  the  tax  commission  measure,  but  I  didn't  get  enough  of  it  to  know- 
exactly  what  was  said." 

Mr.  Arthur  was  sworn  as  a  witness  and  testified,  and  while  generally  deny- 
ing that  he  had  made  this  statement  with  reference  to  votes,  he  did  say  that  he 
had  made  the  remark  attributed  to  him  about  crucifying  the  Governor. 

Roy  Covert  testified  in  response  to  a  question  propounded  to  him  by 
member  of  the  Investigation  Committee,  which  question  was  as  follows: 

0.    Did  you  hear  him  say  anything  like  this:  "I  will  tell  you  how  we  di 
it.     1  told  them  that  we  had  five  votes  that  we  could  deliver  in  the  Sena 
They  said  that  if  those  five  were  not  votes  that  they  already  had  they  we 
ready  to  talk  business.    I  told  them  that  I  would  give  them  the  names,  and  i 
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they  didn't  vote  as  agreed  that  would  settle  the  matter,  and  they  wouldn't  need 
to  come  through?" 

A.  Well,  generally  speaking,  that  remark  directly  or  indirectly  came  in  a 
conversation  much  later.    We  were  there  about  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Rowley,  who  is  the  principal  stockholder  of  the  Northern  Hotel 
in  which  the  statement  was  alleged  to  be  made,  testified: 

''The  remarks  that  I  refer  to  (having  referred  to  some  remarks  of  Mr. 
Arthur)  was  the  dealings  that  he  had  here  in  trying  to  head  off  this  oil  tax, 
and  as  he  expressed  it.  that  he  had  nine  members  in  the  House,  as  1  remember, 
and  five  in  the  Senate,  which  he  could  deliver.  I  don't  know  that  he  stated 
just  how  lie  could  deliver  them — anyway,  in  the  interest  of  heading  the  oil  tax." 

Q.    Did  he  say  in  heading  off  the  oil  tax,  on  the  three  per  cent? 

A.    Yes.  the  three  per  cent,  and  favoring  the  one  per  cent. 

Q.    Anything  said  about  trading  or  exchanging  votes: 

A.  W  ell,  as  I  remember  it,  the  term  he  used  was,  that  he  had  these  votes 
which  he  could  deliver.  .Now,  I  don't  remember  definitely  that  he  said  just  how 
lie  proposed  to  deliver  these  votes  to  help  out  the  oil  situation,  but  the  infer- 
ence was.  and  as  1  understand  it,  that  it  was  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
tax  commission,  although  1  wouldn't  state  positively  that  he  stated  that. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  fact  that  Mr.  Arthur  made  the  statement 
substantially  as  stated  by  the  Governor  in  his  message  is  amply  proved  by  the 
evidence,  notwithstanding  that  a  vast  amount  of  careful  examination  was  in- 
dulged in  for  the  purpose  of  clouding  or  mystifying  the  real  issue  involved.  We 
believe  that  anyone  who  will  read  the  record  could  come  to  only  one  conclusion 
and  that  is  that  the  Governor  was  justified  in,  and  should  be  commended,  for 
bringing  tins  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.
